A $3,500,000 damage suit, echo of 
the notorious Union Electric Co. 
slush fund scandal, was filed to- 
day in St. Louis Circuit Court by 
Frank J. Boehm, former $54,000-a- 
year executive vice-president of 
Union Electric, who charged a 
group of defendants with con- 
spiracy causing his imprisonment 
and loss of his job. 

The giant North American Co. 
of New York, holding company for 
Union Electric and many other 
utilities, is charged, as a defendant, 
with having engaged in, and hav- 
ing caused its subsidiaries to en- 
gage in, widespread political activ- 
ities in six states and ‘the District 
of Columbia, These, it was assert- 
ed, were financed by secret funds 
aggregating more than five million 
dollars, all in the slush fund pat- 
tern disclosed by the Securities and 
Exchange Commission’s investiga- 
tion of Union Electric Co. 

In the case of Union Electric, 


disclosure of the collection of a " 


$600,000 slush f@hd was made in 
trials in United States District 
Court, and expenditure of a large 
amount among politicians and of- 
ficeholders was accounted for, 

The defendants as a group are 
charged with having conspired to 
profit through excessive brokerage 
commissions, legal fees and other- 
wise, at the expense of the stock- 
holders of North American subsid- 
iary operating companies and the 
general public. 


Union Electric a Defendant. 


Corporate defendants, besides 
the North American Co., are Un- 
ion Electric Co, of Missouri, par- 
ent company in the Union Electric 
system, and two of its subsidiaries, 
Mississippi River Power Co. and 
Union Electric Co. of Illinois. 

Another defendant is the New 
York brokerage firm of Dillon, 
Read & Co., described as a joint 
stock association, which for many 
years enjoyed the highly lucrative 
business of marketing securities 
for the North American subsidi- 
aries. 

Heading the list of individual 
defendants is Harrison Williams, 
chairman of the board of the 
North American Co. and for many 
years a spectacular Wall street 
figure, whose wife has been de- 
ascribed as the “best dressed woman 
in America.” 

Another defendant is John Fos- 
ter Dulles, described in the petition 
as the dominant partner in the 
New York law firm of Sullivan &

LOUIS EGAN SEEKS PROBATION, 
ASSERTS HEALTH I$ FAILING 


Former Union Electric Head Is 
Under Two-Year Sentence 
in Slush Fund Case, . 


A petition for probation and sus- 
pension of the two-year prison 
sentence of Louis H. Egan, former 
president of Union Electric Co. of 
Missouri, was filed today in United 
States District Court by Egan’s 
lawyers, Thomas Bond and Charles 
P. Williams. Judge George H. 
Moore, who imposed the prison 
sentence and a $10,000 fine on 
Egan, and an $80,000 fine on the 
utility company following their 
joint conviction for violation of the 
corrupt practices section of the 
Holding Company Act, set Dec. 4 
at 10 a. m. for hearing the petition. 

The attorneys stated that Egan 
was suffering from high blood 
pressure, and from an advanced 
stage of cerebral and general ar- 
terio-sclerosis; that he has suf- 
fered three strokes of apoplexy in 
the last three years, and is ad- 
vised that his expectancy of life 
is short.

Placed Under $420 Bond at Magis- 
trate’s Court, May Appeal

NASSAU, Bahamas, Nov, 18 
(AP).—Just one week after he 
was acquitted of the murder of 
Sir Harry Oakes, Alfred de Ma- 
rigny was convicted in Magis-, 
trate’s Court today of illegal pos- 
session of gasoline and of obtain- 
ing gasoline from other than an 
official source.

Convict’s Ideas on Ways to Combat 


Juvenile Crime Acted On by Sheriff 


AUSTIN, Minn., Nov. 18 (AP). 
—A convict, reading in prison of 
a wave of juvenile crime here, has 
written Sheriff Arnold Eckhardt 
his suggestions for correcting it 
and Eckhardt said today he. 
thought the man’s ideas so good 
he was acting on them immedi- 
ately. 

The convict is George S. Skaggs, 
32 years old, who was sent to the 
Minnesota prison from Austin last 
September for forgery. However, 
he explained; his troubles really 
began when he was sentenced to 
a Federal reformatory at the age 
of 17 for automobile theft. 

Skaggs, telling the Sheriff he 
wanted to show “the kids ... what 
a waste” criminal mistakes can 
make of their lives, told how he 
had read of nearly a dozen boys 
recently involved here in crimes 
bringing training school or refor- 
matory sentences.

“Germans Have Nothing to Com- 
pare With Them”—Films to 
Show Weapons. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 18 (AP), 
—Capt, Clark Gable was quoted 
yesterday as saying that “the 
Germans have nothing to com- 
pare with our aerial machine guns 
and cannon.”

CIVILIANS WILL GET 76 PCT, 
OF FOOD SUPPLY IN 1944 


American Diet Will Be About the 
Same as in 1943, According to 
WFA Official, | 


ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 18 (AP).— 
Civilians will receive 75 per cent 
of the estimated total United 
States food supply in the 12-month 
period ending Sept. 30, 1944, a 
War Food Administration official 
said today. 

In an address at a dairymen’s 
league co-operative association 
food forum, Roy F. Hendrickson, 
director of food distribution, said 
the American diet in 1944 will be 
“about the same in quantity and in 
nutritive value as that of 1943 
and above the average pre-war 
diet if crops are favorable.” 

He predicted civilians will re- 
ceive more meat, eggs, sweet po- 
tatoes, citrus fruits and dried peas 
and beans than in the 1935-39 pe- 
riod and about the same amounts 
of white potatoes, rice and canned 
vegetables. There will be less but- 
ter and other fats, cheese, fish and 
canned fruits, he said.

LONDON, Nov. 18 (AP).—The 
Russians today announced capture 
of the strategic rail junction of 
Korosten and ousting of the Ger-

‘ Korosten, on the railways to 
Leningrad and to Warsaw, con- 
trols rail lines vital to German 
positions in Russia. It is 45 miles

Its capture extended still fur- 
ther the Red Army’s westermost 
salient on the long Russian front.

The first, broadcast by Moscow 
radio and recorded here by the 
Soviet monitor, announced the fall 
of Rechitsa, 25 miles west of Nazi- 
held Gomel and a station on the 
Gomel-Warsaw railway. 

The first order of the day by 
Stalin, broadcast by the Moscow 
radio, said the Nazi defense strong- 
point of Rechitra was taken last 
night after bitter street fighting. | 
Red Army units had pushed to the 
outskirts of the city yesterday. 

Rechitsa’s fall to mobile infan- 
try and Cossack units opened the 
way for a campaign against Kalin- 
kovichi, 25 miles farther west, a 
junction on the north-south rail 
link with Leningrad, 

The new success also further 
threatened the Nazi garrison de- 
fending Gomel, now cut off from 
three sides. The only escape rail- 
way left to the Germans is the line 
running northwest from Gomel to 
Zhlobin and Minsk, and this is 
under Russian artillery fire.

IRUMORS IN LONDON OF EARLY’

LONDON, Nov. 18 (AP).—The 
Germans, quickly switching their 
attack from Lero, have begun an 
aerial assault on Samos, one of the 
last of the Aegean islands in Al- 


lied hands, the Berlin radio an- 
nounced today. 

The broadcast said German 
bombers and dive bombers dropped 
bombs of all calibers on military 
targets on Samos, a Greek island 
less than 20 miles north of Lero, 
which capitulated Tuesduy. 

The Cairo radio said that Brit- 
ish Commandos had raided the 
Dodecanese island of Symi, about 
75 miles southeast of Lero and had 
destroyed a postoffice, damaged, a 
power station and killed 14 Ger- 
mans, 

The announcements indicated 
the’ battle for the Aegean island 
stepping stones had.entered a new 
phase of intensity.

Three Liberators landed in neu- 
tral Sweden after the raid, an of- 
ficial Swedish announcement said. 
All of the crews were safe. 

Oslo, the Norwegian capital, had 
a 90-minute alert, but no planes 
were seen. 

It was the second time in three 
days that American bombers had 
blasted at the section of German 
war industry hitherto relatively 
free of aerial poundings. A power 
station at Rjukan, about 80 miles 
west of Oslo, and a molybdenum 
mine at Knaben were blasted Tues- 
day. 

Today’s targets were not identi- 
fied immediately. 

Last night’s R. A. F. attack on 
the German Rhineland city was 
carried out along with a raid on 
Berlin, hit by Mosquitoes for the 
third time in seven days and other 
attacks on unidentified targets in 
Western Germany. The bombers 
carried only high explosives, the 
bulkier incendiaries being omitted. 
Larger fires were set, however, 
returning flyers said,

Herman 
Sumner, Cranberry, W. Va., was 
wrapping a package.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (AP).—~ 
Cast in a hero’s role, white-haired 
72-year-old Cordell Hull made a 
triumphant appearance before an 
unprecedented joint session of Con- 
gress today to report that the re 
cent Moscow conference laid the 
foundation, in his opinion, for a 
world freed “of destructive forces 
of international anarchy.” 

Given a tremendous ovation by 
both members of Congress and 
packed galleries, the Secretary of

‘WITH THE FIFTH ARMY IN 
ITALY, Nov.18 (AP).—Determined 
to hold their Garigliano River 
line all winter if possible, the 
Germans have concentrated the 
bulk of their defensive strength 
@iong the Fifth Army front in a 
Gesperate bid to halt the Allied 
edvance on Rome. 

This strategy became increasing- 
ly clear today as American and 
British patrols probed the enemy’s 
so-called winter line—a deep series 
of pill-boxes, gun emplacements, 
trenches and barbed wire entangle- 
ynents blasted out of the rocky 
mountains, 

No one has any illusions about 
the bitter, bloody battles that nrust 
be fought before the enemy is dug 
out of the hills. 

The valley running from Cassino 
to Rome between towering fog- 
covered mountain masses is the 
natural road for the army to fol- 
low. 

Because it is the natural avenue 
to Rome the Germans have thrown 
ump their heaviest defenses and 
Ymassed the greater part of their 
troops in the vicinity, with the 
Apennines on their left flank 
standing as a guard against the 
British Eighth Army. 

In addition to holding the strong 
positions on heights commanding 
the valley the enemy has had an 
ally in the weather. Steady cold 
rains have swollen streams and 
inundated by-passes along the 
Fifth Army’s supply lines as well 
as subjecting troops to exposure 
in muddy slit trenches. 

* Many streams, bridged only by 
temporary structures, are out of 
their banks. The heavy rains have 
washed out traces of the thousands 
of mines planted in front of Ger- 
man positions.

4ront giving the doughboys and 
Tommies a chance to dry their 
4lothing.

Hull Text: ‘Fruits of Our Victory Can Easily Be Lost 
Unless We Create Postwar Machinery té Prevent War 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (AP). 

HE text of Secretary of State 
T Hulls report to Congress on 

his mission to Moscow fol- 
lows: 
Mr. President, Mr. Speaker: 
I appreciate deeply the high com- 
pliment of being invited to meet 
with you today. But I appreciate 
even more the fact that by your 
invitation you have emphasized 
your profound interest in the prin- 
ciples and policies for which the 
Moscow conference stood, and in 
the progress made by the partici- 
pating governments in carrying 
them forward. 
In the minds of all of us here 
present and of the millions of 
Americans al] over the country 
and at battle stations across the 
seas, there is and “there can be at 
this moment but one consuming 
thought—to defeat the enemy as 
speedily as possible. We have 
reached a stage in the war in 
which the United Nations are on 
the offensive in every part of the 
world. Our enemies are suffering 
defeat after defeat. The time will

Successes Impossible 


Without Allied Unity. 


In glorious successes which have 
already attended our arms and the 
confidence which we all feel to- 
day is assured, though still im- 
mensely difficult, victory would 
have been impossible if this coun- 
try, and Great Britain, and the 
Soviet Union, and China, and the 
other victims of aggression had 
not each risen as a unit in de- 
fense of its liberty and independ- 
ence, They would have been 
equally impossible if all these na- 
tions had not come together in a 
brotherhood of self-preservation, 
While we are thus engaged in 
the task of winning the war, all 
of us are acutely conscious of 
the fact that the fruits of our

The convocation of the confer- 
ence was the result of a profound 
conviction on the part of President 
Roosevelt, Prime Minister Church- 
ill and Marshal Stalin that, at this 
stage of the war, frank and friend- 
ly exchanges of views between re- 
sponsible representatives of their 
three governments on problems of 
postwar, as well as war, collabora- 
tion were a matter of great urgen- 
cy. Up to that time, such ex- 
changes of views hac taken place 
on several occasions between our 
Government and that of Great 
Britain. But the exigencies of war 
had been obstacles to the partici- 
pation of the Soviet Government 
it such exchanges to the same ex- 
tent. With the acceleration of the 
tempo of war against Germany, 
the necessity became daily more 
and more apparent for more far- 
reaching discussions and decisions 
by the three governments than had 
occurred theretofore.

A Rapidly Changing

His Comments on 
Moscow Declaration. 


These considerations 
Moscow Conference to adopt the 
four-nation declaration with which 
you are all familiar. I should like 
to comment briefly on its main

In that document, it was jointly 
declared by the United States, 
Great Britain, the Soviet Union, 
and China “that their united ac- 
tion, pledged for the prosecution 
of the war against their common 
enemies, will be continued for the 
organization and maintenance of 
peace and security.” ; 
To this end, the four govern- 
ments declared that they “rec- 
ognize the necessity of establish- 
ing at the earliest practicable 
date a general international of- 
ganization, based on the prin- 
ciple of the sovereign equality 
of all peace-loving states and 
open to membership by all such 
states, large and small.” I should 
like to lay particular stress on 
this provision of the declaration. 
The principle of sovereign .equal- 
ity of all peace-loving states, ir- 
respective of size and strength, 
as partners in a future system 
of general security will be the 
foundation stone upon which the 
future international organiza- 
tion will be constructed. 
The adoption of this principle 
was particularly ‘welcome to ws. 
Nowhere has the conception of 
sovereign equality been applied 
more widely in recent years than 
in the American family of na- 
tions, whose contribution to the 
common effort in wartime will now 
be followed by representation in 
building the institutions of peace. 
The four governments further 
agreed that, pending the inaugura- 
tion in this manner of a perma- 
nent system of general security, 
“They will consult with one an- 
other and. as occasion requires 
with other members of the United 
Nations with a view to joint ac- 
tion on behalf of the community 
of nations” whenever such action 
may be necessary for the purpose 
of maintaining international peace 
and security. 
Finally, as an important §self- 
denying ordinance, they declared 
“that after the termination of 
hostilities they will not employ 
their forces within the territories 
of other states except for the pur- 
poses envisaged in this declara- 
tion and after joint consultation.” 
Through. this declaration, the 
Soviet Union, Great Britain, the 
United States and China have 
laid the foundation for co-opera- 
tive effort in the — world 
toward enabling all peace-loving 
nations, latge and small, to live 
in peace and security, to pre- 


serve the liberties and rights of 
civilized existence, and to enjoy 
expanded opportunities and fa- 
cilities for economic, social and 
spiritual progress. No other im- 
portant nations anywhere have 
more in common in the present 
war or in the peace that is to 
follow victory over the Axis 
powers. No one, no two of them 
can be most effective without 
the others, in war or in peace, 


Will No Longer Need 


Spheres of Influence. 

Each of them had, in the past, 
relief in varying degrees upon 
policies of detachment and aloof- 
ness. In Moscow, their four gov- 
ernments pledged themselves to 
carry forward to its fullest de- 
velopment a broad and progres- 
sive program of international co- 
operation. This action was of 
world-wide importance. 

As the provisions of the four- 
nation declaration are carried 
into effect, there will no longer 
be need for spheres of influence, 
for alliances, for balance of pow- 
er or any other of the special 
arrangements through which, in 
the unhappy past, the nations 
strove to safeguard their security 
or to promote their interests.

The 
conference accordingly decided to 
set up a European Advisory Com- 
mission with its seat in London. 
This comuiission will not of itself 
have executive powers, Its sole 
function will be to advise the gov- 
ernments of:the United States, 
Great Britain and the Soviet Union. 
It is to deal with non-military prob- 
lems relating to enemy territories 
and with such other problems as 
may be referred to it by the par- 
ticipating governments. It will pro- 
vide a useful instrument for con-

Advisory Council 


Set Up for Italy. 

For the purpose of dealing with 
problems arising from the execu- 
tion of the terms of surrender of 
Italy and with related matters 
growing out of the developing sit- 
uation in that country, the confer- 
ence established an advisory coun- 
cil for Italy. This council will con- 
sist of representatives of the gov- 
ernments of the United States, 
Great Britain and the Soviet Union, 
of the French Committee of Na- 
tional Liberation, and of the gov- 
ernments of Yugoslavia and Greece, 
as early as practicable. The mem- 
bers of the council will advise the 
Allied Commander-in-Chief and 
will make recommendations to the 
respective governments and to the 
French Committee concerning non- 
military problems relating to Italy. 

It was clearly understood that 
the setting up of these two agen- 
cies was not intended to super- 
sede the usual diplomatic channels 
of communication between the 
three governments. On the con- 
trary, arrangements were made for 
expeditious and effective handling 
of questions of concern to the three 
governments through tripartite 
diplomatic conversations in any 
one of the three capitals. 

In a. declaration on Italy, the 
conference set forth a number of 
principles on the basis of which 
democratic restoration of that 
country’s internal political struc- 
ture should take place. These 
principles — including freedom of 
religion, of speech, of the press 
and of assembly, and the right of 
the people ultimately to choose 
their own form of government— 
are among the most basic human 
rights in civilized society. 


In a declaration on Austria, the 
forcible annexation of that un- 
happy country was pronounced 
null and void. It was further de- 
clared that Austria is to be given 
an opportunity to become _ re- 
established ag a free and inde- 
pendent state, although the Aus- 
trians were put on notice that in 
final analysis the treatment to be 
accorded them will depend upon 
the contribution which they will 
make toward the defeat of Ger- 
many and the liberation of their 
country. 


Due Punishment 


For Nazi Leaders. 

The conference also served as an 
occasion for a solemn public decla- 
ration by the heads of the three 
governments with regard to the 
perpetrators of the bestial and 
abominable crimes committed by 
the Nazi leaders against the 
harassed and persecuted inhabi- 
tants of occupied territories— 
against people of all races and re- 
ligions, among whom Hitler has 
reserved for the Jews his most 
brutal wrath. Due punishment will 
be administered for all these 
crimes. | 

Finally, the conference gave 
preliminary attention to a*number 
of other specific problems relating 
to the. eventual transition from 
war to peace. A fruitful exchange 
of views took place on such ques- 
tions as the treatment of Germany 
and its satellites, the various 
phases of economic relations, the 
promotion of social welfare, and 
the assurance of general] security 
and peace, 

These were among the out- 
standing developments at the 
Moscow conference. The inten- 
sive discussion, lasting two 
weeks, did not and was not in- 
tended to bring about the solu- 
tion of all the problems that 
are before us. Much less could 
we anticipate the problems that 
are bound to arise from day to 
day and from year to year. There 
were other problems such, for 
example, as questions relating to 
boundaries, which must, by their 
very nature, be left in abeyance 
until the termination of hostili- 
ties. This is in accordance with 
the position maintained for some 
time by our Government. 

Of supreme importance is the 
fact that at the conference the 
whole spirit of international co- 
operation, now and after the war, 
was revitalized and given practical 
expression, The conference thus 
launched a forward movement 
which, I am firmly convinced, will 
steadily extend in scope and ef- 
fectiveness. Within the framework 
of that movement, in the atmos- 
phere of mutual understanding 
and confidence which made possi- 
ble its beginning in Moscow, many 
of the problems which are diffi- 
cult today will as time goes on 
undoubtedly become more «possible 
of satisfactory solution through 
frank and friendly discussion,

Tennessee Woodsman Hull Scores 
+ His Greatest Political Triumph 


Secretary’s Speech Interrupted 7 Times by 
Applause From Crowded Floor 
and Galleries.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Good 
gray Cordell Hull, the Tennessee 
backwoodsman who came to Con- 
gress 37 years ago with a smat- 
tering of law and a shrewd ability 
to play poker, held a full house 
today in the greatest political 
triumph of his long, uphill 
career. 

The tall, high-voiced Secretary 
of State, in his precedent-making 
appearance before a joint ses@on 
of the upper and lower chambers 
in the House of Representatives; 
demonstrated once again his per- 
fect sense of timing. With his dip- 
lomatic work at the Moscow con- 
ference nationally acclaimed, with 
the Senate Connally resolution for 
a new era of international co- 
operation standing as a historic 
landmark in support of the tripar- 
tite pact, Hull in a sense had come 
full cycle in his address to a Con- 
gress where he once feared to 
speak. 

Now, as he stood before the at- 
tentive legislators and packed 
galleries and read his prepared 
speech, his mind may well have 
gone back to those early days 
when he was a freshman legislator, 
when he rarely spoke up, and later 
when capital veterans predicted 
the new Secretary of State would 
quickly go to pieces under the fire 
of political sharpshooters. Now as 
he stood at the dais, visible proof 
of his staying power so often man- 
ifested in the past, he must have 
known that he was the man of 
the hour, that he had reached a 
dramatic milestone in his life 
work. 

Inrtoduced by Rayburn. 

House Speaker Sam Rayburn 
took notice of the nostalgia of the 
moment when he rose to intro- 
duce Hull. “It was here,” said 
Rayburn, “that the Secretary 
started his work that led to world; 
wide fame. In his fine services at 
Moscow, he interpreted the inar- 


ticulate yearning of the American 
masses for international peace and 
co-operation.” 


The Secretary had been sched- 
uled to speak at 12:30 p. m., Wash- 
ington time.

President Wallace, and then took 
his place behind the battery of 
eight radio microphones on the 
rostrum. He carefully removed a 
rubber band from his prepared 
speech, next removed a paper. clip- 
ping, and started speaking. 

Before reading his prepared text 
he ‘said: “I am immensely. pleased 
to be back in these legislative halls 
once more, and to meet my good 
friends, old and new.” He was 
fingering his glasses nervously as 
he said this, but now he put them 
on and began reading in a high, 
narrow, even voice that reflected 
his 72 years. He wag interrupted 
by applause seven times during his 
talk, the greatest response coming 
at his reference to the courage and 
friendship of Soviet Russia, 

The Secretary finished his speech 
in 25 minutes, was congratulated 
by those around him, shook hands 
once more with a beaming Wal 
lace, and departed with his Con- 
gressional Escort Committee amid 
prolonged applause.

ties and facilities for economic, so- 
cial and spiritual programs,”

SLOT MACHINES 
THRIVED IN AREA 


Bookmaking, Prostitution 
Reported — Four of 13 
Gaming Search War- 
rants Not Served. 


The Board of Police Commis- 
gioners is seeking to determine 
whether there is something “rad- 
ically wrong” in the Lucas Avenue 
Police District which would ac- 
count, not only for the large num- 
ber of gambling machines, but 
also for the horse race bookmak- 
ing and prostitution which have 
been concentrated in this district, 
the Post-Dispatch learned today. 

Members of the Police Board, 
who last Friday demoted eight 
sergeants in this district to the 
rank of patrolmen and transferred 
them to other districts, have 
voiced their determination to find 
out why these illegal activities, 
apparently following clearly de- 
fined geographical lines were con- 
centrated in the Lucas Avenue 
District and avoided adjoining 
police districts. 

Federally licensed gambling ma- 
chines operating on Vandeventer 
‘avenue, the board has _ learned, 
were on the east, or Lucas Avenue 
District, side of the street, not on 
the west, or Newstead Avenue Dis- 
trict, side. ' 

The same was largely true of 
machines on Chouteau avenue, 
where the illegal devices were con- 
centrated on the north side of the 
- gtreet rather than on the south, or 
Lynch Street District, side. On 
Jefferson avenue, the machines op- 
erated on the west rather than 
the east, or Central and Carr 
Street Districts, side, and on North 
Market street, it was found that 
the machines were concentrated on 
the south side and avoided the 
north, or Penrose Street District 
side. 

Seventy-five per cent of the 
Federally-licensed gambling ma- 
chines operating lately in St. Louis 
were concentrated in the Lucas 
Avenue District, which is com- 
manded by Police Capt. Albert T. 
Wetzel. But the Police Board has 
noted that bookmaking and pros- 
titution likewise preferred the 
Lucas Avenue District. 

“We suspect there’s something 
definitely wrong in the Lucas Ave- 
nue District, and our investigation 
to determine what it is will be 
thorough and complete, regardless 
of any grand jury action,” a mem- 
ber of the Police Board told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

Board Meeting Tomorrow. 
The Police Board will meet to- 
morrow to consider additional re- 
ports on the Lucas Avenue Dis- 
trict by Police Inspector Maurice 
Mulcahy. : 

Meanwhile, four of the 13 war- 
rants authorizing search of slot 
machine distributors’ headquarters 
and seizure of any gambling ma- 
chines found, which were issued 
three days ago, were still unexecu- 
ted today by Sheriff Thomas H. 
Quinn. . 

Named in search warrants but 
yet to be visited by Quinn and his 
deputies are the Ideal Novelty Co., 
2823 Locust boulevard, one of the 
larger distributors; Automatic 
Phonograph Co., 3426 Cherokee 
street; Arrow Novelty Co., 2852 
Sidney street, and Lee Novelty Co., 
$554 Arsenal street. 

At the nine establishments thus 
far visited, deputies have confis- 
cated an assortment of 121 pinball 
machines, but no outright gam- 
bling devices. 

Truckloads Found in County. 
Two truckloads of slot machines 
which were removed Tuesday from 
the Ideal Novelty Co., one of the 
places Quinn had not yet reached, 
were seized in Wellston by Sheriff 
Arnold J. Willman of St. Louis 
County. Most of the 403 machines 
were gambling devices. 

Quinn and his deputies made no 
raids yesterday morning, but vis- 
ited five places yesterday after- 
noon. At the National Amusement 
Co., 2640 Olive street, they picked 
up eight pinball games. At the 
Davies Novelty Co., 3146 Olive 
street, the Acme Novelty Co., 4017 
Delmar boulevard, and the Morris 
Novelty Co., 4505 Manchester ave- 
nue, no machines were found. 

At the Westbrook Amusement 
Co., 1822 North Grand boulevard, 
14 pinball games were picked up, 
and 23 pinball games and one 
racehorse device were seized at the 
St. Louis Novelty Co., 2718 Gravois 
avenue, 

Gov. Forrest C. Donnell, who 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter in 
Jefferson City Tuesday, “the St. 
Louls Police Department is able 
to handle the situation, and is 
handling it,” had no additional 
comment to make yesterday. 

Asked if he had received any 
communications from thé Board of 
Police Commissioners, he said 
Edwin E. Huffman, president of 
the board, had telephoned him Sun- 
day and reported he had consulted 
“someone” before blocking efforts 
of Circuit Attorney Thomas C.

Chosen Unanimously to 
Succeed Thomas N. Dy- 
sart— Will Seek Re- 
lease From M-K-T Post. 


George C. Smith, assistant to the 
president of the Missouri-Kansas- 
Texas railroad, and former director 
of the St. Louis Industrial Club, 
was elected president of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce today by unan- 
imous recommendation of the ex- 
ecutive committee. 

He will succeed Thomas N. Dy- 
sart, who headed the chamber for 
nine years before his death, with 
Mayor William Dee Becker and 
eight others, in the Lambert-St. 
Louis Field glider crash Aug. 1. 

Smith, 57 years old and a resi- 
dent of St. Louis since 1927, has 
had broad experience in civic and 
business organization work. In the 
last few years, his work in the 
southwest and in Washington has 
resulted in the locating of war in- 
dustries, training camps and air 
fields at points in Missouri, Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma and Texas. 

Charles Belknap, chairman of 
the chamber’s directorate, said 
that the directors were interested 
especially in Smith’s qualifications 
for handling problems which will 
confront St. Louis as war indus? 
tries here decrease production, and 
after the return of demobilized 
soldiers. 

Has Background for Job. 


“The next two or three years,” 
Belknap said, “may be the most 
critical in the history of St. Louis. 
Smith has a fine record of achieve- 
ment and a remarkable training 
for the important job we expect 
him to do.” 

The presidency of the chamber, 
a full-time job, requires close con- 
tacts with local, state and na- 
tional government agencies, and 
attendance upon many public func- 
tions.

Smith’s first industrial develop-

In the World War 
period, he handled the location of 
war industries in Cumberland, Md., 
and served in enrollment work of 
the Department of Labor, as chair- 
man of two county labor boards 
and manager of a regional War 
Industries Board and of War Chest, 

He was executive vice-president 
of the Baltimore Association of 
Commerce when he was chosen as 
director of the Industrial Bureau 
of the newly organized St. Louis 
Industrial Club, He went into 
railroad service as traffic man- 
ager of the “Katy,” and became 
assistant to the president, having 
charge of the industrial develop- 
ment department. In the early 
1930s he served on relief bodies, 
and was a member of President 
Hoover’s Conference on Home 
Building and Home Ownership. 

Smith was born in Newton, Kan., 
and ig a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Oklahoma, with post-grad- 
uate study in Wisconsin and Cor- 
nell universities.

State Supreme Bench Rejects 
Appeal Opposing Transfer 
to Union Electric.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 18.— 
An order by the Missouri Public 
Service Commission, authorizing 
sale of the property of the Laclede 
Power & Light Co. of St. Louis 
to the Union Electric Co. of Mis- 
souri, was unheld this afternoon 


by the Missouri Supreme Court, 
in an appeal by Attorney General 
Roy McKittrick, attacking the 
transfer. 

The court held that McKittrick, 
who had intervened in the case 
and had appealed from a Cole 
County Circuit Court ruling sus- 
taining the commission, had no 
legal right to intervene or seek an 
appeal in the proceeding. Never- 
theless the court decided the case 
on the merits. 

The sale of' the power plant was 
a major factor in the pending re- 
organization of the Leclede Gas 
Light Co. of St. Louis, which has 
been approved by the Public Serv- 
ice Commission but still is pending 
before the Federal Securities and 
Exchange Commission. 

The Supreme Court, in an opin- 
ion by Judge George Robb Ellison, 
rejected a contention by McKit- 
trick that there was no showing 
of benefit from the merger to cus- 
tomers of Laclede Power and 
Union Electric. Judge Ellison 
said this was a question of fact 
and that no showing had been 
made to support the contention. 
Judge Ellison also overruled a 
contention the commission had 
| authorized discriminatory . rates, 
by providing that the present low- 
er rates of Laclede Power be con- 
tinued in effect for Laclede cus- 
tomers, until a change was author- 
ized by the commission after a 
hearing. The purpose of this was 
to hold the present rate schedules 
of Laclede and Union Electric as 
they are, pending completion of 
the physical merger of the prop- 
erties. 

The commission was justified in 
treating the two systems as sepa- 
rate units, for rate purposes, until 
the unification of the systems was 
completed and the effect of the 
merger determined, Judge Ellison 
held,

Discharged From Police,

Director of Public Safety Harry 
D. McBride has discharged 25 
AFL union electrical maintenance 
employes in the city’s police and 
fire alarm division who have been 
out on a “wildcat” strike since 
Monday in an effort to obtain 
hourly wage increases ranging 


from 7% to 10 cents. 

Henry C. Kuehner, business 
representative of the union, said 
that the striking employes, in- 
cluding the men who were fired, 
had asked him to arrange a con- 
ference with the Mayor's office. 
Kuehner said he hoped to _ see 
either Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann 
or his administrative assistant, 
Charles Hertenstein, this after- 
noon, 

Acting Director ef Personnel 
Thor W. Bruce told reporters to- 
day that he was seeking men to 
replace those who had been fired. 
The new appointments, he said, 
would be only temporary as ap- 
pointees would be subject to ex- 
amination for permanent status. 

At present four fire alarm cir- 
cuits, controlling 115 alarm boxes, 
are out of order as a result of the 
strike. Industrial firms in affect- 
ed areas have been notified to tele- 
phone the central alarm office, 
GArfield 4455, in event of emer- 
gency. 

About 800 street lights in resi- 
dential sections are out of service 
due to the strike, because the auto- 
matic clock which controls them 
has run down. This shutdown is 
expected to spread to 10,000 lights 
in west end residential districts,

DEC. 3 LIMIT ON PROPOSALS 
AT CONSTITUTIONAL PARLEY 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 18 
(AP).—The constitutional conven- 
tion reopened its hoppers to new 
proposals today, voting 40 to 36 
to give delegates until Dec. 3 to 
introduce amendments they want 
put into Missouri’s constitution.

RATION COST CUT 
2 POINTS ON ALL 
PORK PRODUCTS 


Reduction Is Temporary 
—Price Supports on All 
Markets as Hog Run 
Mounts. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (AP).— 
With hogs moving to markets in 
heavy numbers, the Government 


last night cut ration point costs of 
all pork products by two points. 

At the same time, to keep farm- 
ers’ returns on hogs from being 
driven too low, it extended price 
supports to all hog markets. Here- 
tofore, such support has been in 
effect only at Chicago. 

The reduction in ration point 
costs of pork, described by Price 
Administrator Chester Bowles as 
temporary, is effective at 11:01 
a. m. St. Louis time, tomorrow. 

Bowles noted that the cut would 
make some pork items point free. 

The higher-valued cuts will be 
reduced at least 20 per cent, or 
from 10 points to 8 points a pound. 
Over the list as a whole the aver- 
age point reduction will be one- 
third, 

OPA emphasized that the re- 
duction would be for a limited 
period only, and applies only to 
pork, and 100 per cent pork sau- 
Sage. It does not change the pres- 
ent point value of lard, those sau- 
Sages not made exclusively from 
pork or any other products ra- 
tioned under the meatfats order. 

Canned meats, even though they 
are made from pork, remain un- 
changed. 

Support Price Extended. 

The hog support price—in effect 
a guaranteed price to farmers— 
was announced by the War Food 
Administration. 

Effective immediately, the sup- 
port price at other markets will 
be that now in effect at Chicago— 
$13.75 for good and choice 200 to 
270 pound hogs—adjusted by the 
normal differential with Chicago 
prices. 

Beginning Nov. 29, the support 
price at each market other than 
Chicago will be $1 per 100 pounds 
below the OPA’s price ceiling at 
that market, The Chicago sup- 
port price will remain unchanged. 

The War Food Administration 
reported that the Thanksgiving 
turkey supply likely would be 
short in the non-turkey growing 
sections of the nation although 
the production of turkeys this year 
is about the same as that of 1942. 

Out of a supply of 480 million 
pounds, the Government bought 35 
million pownds for use by the 
armed forces, Most of that amount 
was acquired under an embargo 
order which prohibited sales of 
turkeys to civilians until it was 
lifted late in October. 

Large Supply of Chickens. 

Processing plants were busy pre- 
paring turkeys for the Army in 
September and October and thus 
far this month have not been able 
to process the normal quantity 
for civilian use. Processors also 
have a man-power shortage and in 
some areas producers are holding 
birds for further growth.

The row over subsidies blew the 
whole question of inflation wide 
open on Capitol Hill. 

The situation is this: 

1—The House and Senate ap- 
parently are geared—at least they 
talk that way—to barring subsidies. 

2—Each branch expects Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to veto the meas- 
ure that contains the subsidy pro- 
hibition, and high spokesmen 
agree they do not have enough 
votes to override that veto, 

3—Meanwhile, the subsidy ques- 
tion is being seized on by both 
sides as a prime argument over 
inflation. Administration backers 
say that without subsidies prices 
will go up and inflation will be 
here. Opponents argue that the 
subsidies themselves are inflation- 


ary. 
Debate Opens. 

‘As two days of general debate 
‘on the measure opened, evidence 
piled up that both subsidy op- 
ponents and supporters would deal 
with the subject as just one ele- 
ment in the national economy, and 
discuss wages as well as prices, 
crop production, stabilization, and 
pending demands for more pay. 

Meanwhile the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee wound up three 
days of testimony on antisubsidy 
legislation with several members 
predicting eventual passage of the 
subsidy bar. 

Senator Lucas (Dem.), Illinois, 
usually an Administration sup- 
porter, said he still hoped a com- 
promise could be worked out un- 
der which a time limitation, rather 
than a complete prohibition would 
be placed on subsidies. 

If such a compromise isn’t 
found, Lucas said he feared the 
result ‘would be “inflation over- 
night” with prices and wages 
spiraling upward without check. 

“If that happens, God help the 
white-collar worker, the clerks, 
teachers and the people whose 
Wages are more or less fixed,” 
Lucas added. 

Doubtful Veto Can Be Overridden. 

Senators Thomas (Dem.), Okla- 
homa and Bushfield (Rep.), South 
Dakota, members of the agricul- 
ture committee, both said they felt 
that Senate passage of the anti- 
subsidy legislation was likely by 
an “overwhelming” vote, although 
they were doubtful that the sub- 
sidy foes had sufficient strength 
to override a presidential veto. 

Senator Ellender (Dem.), Louis- 
jana said: 

“I'm for subsidies now, but I’m 
not going to continue to be for 
them if the administration allows 
wages to go any higher, as they 
were allowed to go in the case of 
the miners. If wages are allowed 
to go up theer is no valid reason 
why farm prices shouldn't go up 
too.”

(The German communique said, 
“Our troops, after warding off at- 
tacks at Zhitomir, advanced far- 
ther northward and regained im- 
portant sections of territory.” The 
Russians announced the capture of 
Zhitomir Saturday and later were 
reported to have sent a spearhead 
to Baranovka, 42 miles west of 
Zhitomir. Korostyshev is 15 miles 
east of Zhitomir. 

(Dispatches from London said 
Field Marshal Fritz von Mannstein 
was reported to have, thrown at 
least 150,000 German troops into 
the Zhitomir counter assault.) 

The depth of the Russian with- 
drawal in the Ukraine was not 
given in the Soviet communique, 
which announced the action in 
these words: 

“In the areas of Zhitomir and 
Korotyshev our troops fought 
stubborn engagements against 
large forces of enemy infantry and 
tanks and under enemy pressure 
abandoned a few populated places 
and entrenched themselves in new 
positions.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (AP).— 
The House Ways and Means Com- 
hittee formally delivered the sec- 
ond wartime tax bill today. Speak- 
er Rayburn net next Tuesday for 
the opening of House debate. 

The Treasury had blunt notice 


from Chairman George (Dem.), 
Georgia, of the Senate Finance 
Committee that it will be wasting 
time if it tries to get Congress to 
pile more taxes on the $2,142,000,- 
000 proposed in the bill going be- 
fore the House. 

“It won't be any use for the 
Treasury to ask the committee to 
raise any substantial additional 
amount,” George told a reporter. 
“If they want to get $10,500,000,000 
more in the way they have pro- 
posed, they’ll be coming to a goat’s 
house for wool.” 

The wool analogy was used be- 
fore, when Chairman Doughton 
(Dem.), North Carolina, of the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee remarked that “you can shear 
a sheep (taxpayer) every year but 
you can skin him only once.”

SENATE AND HOUSE CONFEREES 
AGREE TO FRAUD SUIT CHANGES 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (AP). 
—Senate and House conferees 
agreed yesterday to a compromise 
on legislation to curb private in- 
formers’ suits for war frauds com- 
mitted against the Government. 

The action, subject to Senate 
and House approval, was on a 
measure which would prohibit so- 
called informers from filing suits 
until the Justice Department had 
time in which to proceed. 

The measure, as approved, pro- 
vides: 

If the Government concludes 
that it should proceed with a suit 
on the basis of information sup- 
plied by a bona fide informer, the 
latter may collect up to 10 per cent 
of the award of damages at the 
discretion of the court. 

If the Government fails to pro- 
ceed with a suit on the basis of 
such information, the informer 
may proceed on his own and col- 
lect up to 25 per cent of the award 
of damages at the discretion of 
the court.

cember, 1941,” and containing no 
further reference to the fact that 
he remained in Moscow as chief of 
the supply mission for nearly two 
years. 

Faymonville, in going to Mos- 
cow, had been hurriedly snatched 
from the War Department dog- 
house where he had been placed 
because of his reports after the 
Russian-Finnish war describing the 
Red Army as a formidable fight- 
ing force. He regained favor be- 
cause of Russian resistance to Hit- 
ler’s invasion. 

Faymonville, who was military 
attache at Moscow from 1934 to 
1939, speaks Russian fluently. He 
served with the American forces 
in Siberia from 1918 to 1920, and 
subsequently carried out several 
other Far Eastern assignments. He 
is a native of San Francisco and 
is 55 years old. 

Michela, 40, was born at Iron 
Mountain, Mich. and is a 1928 
graduate of West Point. He was 
once instructor in Russian at Co-

“The great advances that have 
been made during the year since 
then,” his message said, “can be 
measured by the fact that now the 
important events of the war—and 
in the building for the peace—are 
being impelled by us of the United 
Nations and not by our enemies.” 

Speakers at the final session at 
the Waldorf Astoria Hotel includ- 
ed Vice-President Wallace and 
Wendell L. Willkie. Messages were 
read from Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill and Foreign Minister An- 
thony Eden of Great Britain and 
from Gen. Charles de Gaulle, Presi- 
dent of the French Committee of 
National Liberation. 

The President’s message was; 
read by Mrs. Ogden Reid, vice- 
president of the Herald Tribune, 
and broadcast nationally. 


Churchill’s Comment. 

Churchill observed that the 
forum was held “in the glow of 
one of the most cheering develop- 
ments in international affairs, the 
Moscow Conference,” where he 
said the four great powers had 
pledged “to work together not only 
in winning the war but in build- 
ing the structure of a lasting 
peace.” 

Eden commented that the Mos- 
cow four-power declaration “made 
it plain that there was and there 
would be no attempt to impose a 
sort of great power dictatorship on 
the other states.” 

Willkie for Broader Accord. 

Willkie in his address urged that 
the Moscow accord reached by the 
United States, Great Britain, Rus- 
sia and China be made “the em- 
bryo of a general and vital inter- 
national understanding” by enlarg- 
ing participation to include all the 
United Nations, and eventually all 
nations. 

He said that the smaller nations 

must be given a share immediately 
in planning war and peace objec- 
tives. He added that the confi- 
dence of the conquered peoples 
must be won by working with “the 
anti-Fascist forces of each coun- 
try.” 
“Without at this moment argu- 
ing the merit or demerit of the 
political _olicy we have so far 
pursued in regard to those coun- 
tries,” he said, “we must recog- 
nize the fact that that policy has 
set up against us a psychological 
hurdle in the minds of the con- 
quered peoples. 

“They fear that our policy in 
North Africa, and certainly in its 
early stages in Italy, represents 
a determination to prevent social 
and political evolution ou the con- 
tinent. This fear we must over- 
come.” ‘ 

Gaps in Moral Front. 

Later in his address, Willkie 
gaid there were “still frightening 
gaps in our moral front and still 
soft spots in our political war- 
fare.” 

“Consider for a moment our 
present relations with French 
leaders, banned from the Moscow 
talks, marooned in a sort of North 
African illegitimacy, one day rec- 
ognized, the next day undermined,” 
he said. “Or consider our rela- 
tions with Italy, where we have 
given the Italian people good rea- 
son to be confused by our actions 
and by our inability to distinguish 
between our friends and our ene- 
mies. Or think of our dickering 
with the reactionary oligarch of 
Spain...” 

The Next Step. 

“The Moscow conferences dem- 
onstrated that Russia, China, Great 
Britain and the United States can 
come to common accords. What 
should now be done is to enlarge 
the base of those accords to in- 
clude economic as well as political 
and moral objectives. And also, 
in true democratic fashion, to en- 
large vastly the participation in 
those accords—presently to the 
United Nations, eventually to all 
the nations. This is the next step 
toward the world we want. 

“A year ago the understanding 
now reached by the four great 
powers at Moscow seemed to many 
an elusive dream. That today it 
is a hard political fact represents 
a triumph of the will of the people 
of the world. By their will the 
new and larger triumph can be 
won. 

“The significance of the Moscow 
meeting could be prevented from 
degenerating, as it might possibly 
do under certain circumstances, 
into a mere alliance of four power- 
ful countries for the ruling of the 
world,” he said. 

The Moscow agreements must be 
supplemented, he said, with an 
economic understanding — “other- 
wise we shall be building for the 
future on a foundation of sand.” 

He also said that there must be 
“a liberalizing of the relationship 
of colonial powers io their colo- 
nies.”

Far up the remoter tributaries, 
American technicians and experts 
are looking for rubber.

This article is an effort to give 
some idea of the country itself— 
its vastness and its. potentialities. 
Some who know the Amazon basin 
believe’ it is one of the great 
untapped storehouses of the world;

Carleton 
Beals, who has written for many 
years on Latin America, says in 
his latest book: 


“The Amazon basin of South 
America is the mystery, the chal- 
lenge and the hope of the New 
World.” 

But others who know the great 
basin believe it is destined to re- 
main desolate and empty. Leg- 
end has given it a reputation for 
pestilence and sudden death, part 
of which at. least it may not de- 
serve. And that legend is most 
powerful in Brazil. Brazilian doc- 
tors and experts sought in connec- 
tion with the rubber program have 
been extremely reluctant to go 
into the Amazon.

Except perhaps in the imme- 
diate vicinity of ‘Belem, there is 
said to be not a single channel 
marking in the entire Amazon 
system.

At Belterra, near the ancien® 
town of Santarem, Henry Ford’s 
millions have carved out a rubber 
plantation, supplementing an ear- 
lier venture at Fordlandia.

AEGEAN ISLANDS’ 
RELATION TO WAR

INCE the dawn of history men 
S have engaged from time to time 

in bloody battle on the rocky 
shores of the little islands of the 
Aegean Sea. 

One would think that -these 
islands were endowed with price- 
less wealth instead of being mainly 
barren volcanic formations. Some 
of the biggest have had their 
merits and have been developed, 
but most of them have served 
merely as homes for fishermen. 

Still the battles for the Aegean 
islands go on. The Germans have 
stormed Lero in the Dodecanese 
group by air and by sea and have 
wrested it from the British and 
Italians. Small Cos, 20 miles south 
of Lero, likewise fell to the Nazis 
about three weeks ago. 

Why such an expenditure of men 
and material for a handful of

rocky islands? 

If one glances at of the 
‘area the story is there plain enough. 
Taken as a whole, these islands 
have great strategic importance in 
relation to the Middle East, the 
Balkans and even to the greatest 
battle of all time which is being 
\waged along the Russian-German 
front. They also have a psycho- 
logical value. They lie close toe 
Turkey and their possession by the 
Germans is calculated to give the 
Turks grim warning not to chalk 
lenge Germany’s strength by giv- 
ing aid to the Allies. 

Note first on your maps the big 
Mediterranean island of Crete, 
which stretches like a watchdog 
across the mouth of the Aegean. 
Then north in the Aegean are the 
Italian Dodecanese islands on the 
right and the Greek Cyclades on 
the left. Beyond these are still 
others, until the whole sea is fairly 
choked with them. 

He who holds these islands con- 
trols the Aegean—a fact which is 
doubly important because this is 
the only water route to the Black 
Sea. And it’s Hitler who now 
possesses al] the important islands, 
including Crete, with the excep- 
tion of Samos. 

Naturally the question arises ag 
to why the Allies, having got their 
foothold in the Dodecanese group 
when Italy collapsed, should now 
be thrown out by the Nazis. The 
defeats presumably are due to 
lack of air coverage, the main 
Allied bases being far away while 
the Germans operate out of Rhodes 
and Crete. 

One might think that Hitler had

The President also said that those 
Chinese now here who were not already 
citizens should automatically become so. 

This is the most progressive move any- 
one in any high office yet has made in 
behalf of the Chinese people in the 
United States.

Invitation to Bootlegging 


The special Senate committee just set up to in- 
vestigate the liquor industry should concentrate 
on reversing the present trend of the whisky busi- 
ness, which is moving out of legitimate and into 
criminal channels. 

Given a demand for liquor much greater than the 
supply, and a population with dry throats and full 
purses, the country will reap a harvest of whisky 
gangdom, easy millions, bloody killings and all 
the rest of the nasty business that comes from 
driving liquor into the’hands of the underworld, 

The hard necessities of war have required 
the diversion of all the output of the distil- 
leries from whisky to alcohol for synthetic rub- 
ber and munitions. No whisky has been man- 
ufactured in the United States for 13 months 
now. With money plentiful and the supply of 
whisky dwindling, and the demand rising ly, 
to as much as four times normal in some sect 
whisky commands fantastic prices. 

Despite the recent averment of the United 
States Revenue Bureau that at the present rate 
of consumption the stock of whisky would last 
seven years longer, the cold facts seem to be 
that there is only enough whisky in the country 
to last two years longef at the 1943 rate of con- 
sumption. Meanwhile, the dangerous gap between 
supply and demand—the door of opportunity for 
crime—is steadily widening. 

As a direct result, crime is taking over in 
what has been referred to as “creeping prohibi- 
tion.” The moonshiner, the bootlegger and the 
hijacker are back, and the worst of them is 
the hijacker. In four months more than $160,000 
of liquor has been hijacked in Chicago alone. 

Organized gangs of hijackers have made away 
with truckloads of whisky in New York, Michi- 
gan and Ohio, and have cleaned out stores, tav- 
erns and clubs. The hijacking situation has be- 
come so acute that insurarncé companies are re- 
ported thinking about increasing their rates on 
whisky cargoes and perhaps even requiring armed 
guards on shipments overland. 

The number of moonshine stills captured {s 
mounting in Southeastern states. In New York, 
bootleggers have solicited openly in office bufid- 
ings. In some sections of the Bouth, legally dis- 
tilled whisky sells for $7.60 a pint bootleg, and a 
five-gallon barrel of corn liquor, which formerly 
sold for $10, now fetches $100. 

In St. Louis and elsewhere, liquor stores are vio- 
lating OPA price ceilings right and left, selling at 
50 per cent or more above the legal price. 

Lush pickings for the avid and unscrupulous! 
A new {eld for profitable crime not only has 
been opened up, but is growing greener every day. 

What can be done about it? Here are several 
possible measures: 

1. Assumption by the Federal Government of 
responsibility for keeping a supply of liquor mov- 
ing from distiller to customer, to prevent spect: 
lative hoarding and, if possible, to keep criminal. 
suppliers from dominating the market. 

2. Encouragement of the flow of rum, gin and 
other spirits from Puerto Rico and Cuba by low- 
ering or removing the tariff. 

3. Much stricter policing of prices by OPA, 
with penalties that penalize, On proof of viola- 
tion, licenses to operate should be revoked, Liquor 
not stamped with the proper ceiling price should 
be defined by law as contraband. | 

4. Re-examination by local governments of the 
whole question of how many liquor stores should 
be licensed, to prevent over-competition from 
fostering illegal practices. 

5. Tightening up of Federal action against all 
forms of crime in the Mquor trade. 7

These are merely two of the many reasons for 
opposing this dangerous bid for special privilege 
by a powerful business group. 
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Defeats in the Aegean 
The Nazis have been unable te hold North 


Africa or Sicily, their armies are being smashed 


in Russia and are steadily being crowded back 
in Italy, the Luftwaffe is a shadow-of ite former 
self, and the U-boats are at the moment being 
driven from the seas. Yet Hitler's forces, have 
developed a power drive in the Aegean which has 
ferced the British and Italians off the isie of 
Lero after bitter fighting, with a heavy less of 
prisoners (8000; the Nazis say), after seizure of 
two other islands in this area. 

The concentration of Nasi force in the Aegean 
when other fronts are weakening is no accident. 
There are two major purposes. 

First is the matter of guarding against a 
Balkan invasion, Salonika is an excefient ob- 
jective for such a biow, for it controls the open 
Vardar Valley which leads invitingly inate. Cen- 
tral Europe. Late in 1918, Allied armies based 
on Salonika opened a drive that knocked Bul- 
garia out of the war in two weeks. The Kaiser's 
high command found that this had “fundamental- 
ly changed” the whole outlook, and directed the 
Government to ask: for an armistice. . 

Hitler is thinking much of 1918 these days, as 
his speeches indicate, and he wants to avoid 
such a disaster. Hence the intensive effort te 
capture and hold the Dodecanese, which with 
Crete dominate the entrance. te the Aegean and

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Elmer Davis Opposes Press Subsidy 


Bill for Government advertising would make possible the destruc 


tion of press independence, OWI head writes; passage would not 
increase but reduce war-bond’ publicity, he says; unfair to favor 


newspapers alone and ignore such media as radio and billboards. 


' A Letter by Elmer Davis, OWI Director, to Senator Robert F, Wagner 


May 13, 1943. 
Dear Senator Wagner: 
I have your letter of May 10 and the at- 
tached copy of 8-1078, on which we are 
glad to give you our opinion herewith. 


Let me say at the outset that we are 
concerned over the plight of the smaller 
newspapers, and have only recently been 
discussing the matter with various repre- 
sentatives of these papers, as well as with 
representatives of the advertising agency 
business and advertisers. 


In spite ef that, we do not favor the 
proposed bill. First, because we believe 
the chances are that total advertising, now 
running in all media in behalf of war bonds, 
would decreased rather than increased, 
if. the bill became law, even though the 
total amount of money suggested were 
spent for this one p And, second, 
because we believe such a bill would tend 
to jeopardize the freedom of the press. 


Many Backers of Campaign 


First, as to the possibility of a decrease 
in effective Government advertising as a 
result .of the bill: you are. no doubt cog- 
nisant of the large amount of free adver- 
tiging now, being made available to the 

on war. bonds by national and 

local adverftisers, newspapers, radio, out- 

ge advertising, car cards and other 
a. 


It has been estimated that last year the 
received a total of 88 million 
doliars for this purpose. Unquestionably, 
this year the figure will be substantially 
higher due to the fact that probably there 
will be three bond drives which bring about 
increaged interest and co-operation from 
advertisers and from the various media. 
In our opinion, it is well within the realm 
ef possibility that the figure for the year 
1948 might reach 125 million dollars. 


Were the Government to appropriate a 
fund for one medium and not for others, it 
would be, in our opinion, both unfair and 
impractical. It would be unfair because 
ethers have given generously of the time 
and space they have to sell. Their co- 
operation with this national effort is a 
source of pride in each business, and they 
would be justified, we believe, in claiming 
a share of any Government advertising 
fund for their own medium, which in each 
ease cah demonstrate results in terms of 
war bond sales, 


Fears a Decrease in Total 


It would be impractical because it might 
well result in less total advertising. If only 
newspapers received Government revenue 
fer war bond advertising, it is very likely 
that many individuals in other media, and 
many edvertisers, would decide to termi- 
nate their co-operation, thus jeopardizing 
the results of what now appears a very 
successful operation. It is our opinion that 


_ it would be unwise to run the risk of up- 


setting this productive voluntary effort. 


Further, it would be impractical because 
of the great difficulty, if not impossibility, 
of seeing that the advertising space is 
“divided equitably” and of “fairly allocat- 
ing advertisements to individual news- 
papers.” Even those who are experts in 
the business of selecting media for various 
advertisers, and who have at their disposal 
all the available yardsticks for making the 
best selection, cannot come to a precise 
decision in the matter ef selecting the best

markets for particular merchandise or par- 
ticular papers in each market. Under the 
proposed bill, any selections made would be 
open to charges of discrimination. 


As to the second point, our rough calcu- 
lations indicate that if one half a Govern- 
ment fund of 25 million dollars were spent 
in weekly, bi-weekly, tri-weekly and month- 
ly newspapers, Government might account 
for from 20 to 25 per cent of the total 
amount of advertising revenue received in 
a year by such newspapers, 


Chance for Official Pressure 


In the case of these papers, certainly the 
Government would be the one dominant 
advertiser, probably doing more business 
than the volume of the next six advertisers 
added together. Quickly, if.not immedi- 
ately, many smaller newspapers would 
come to depend upon this business for their 
very existence. To a lesser extent, the 
same would hold true for daily newspapers. 


We note that the bill, under Section 3, 
attempts to dea] with the problem, in that 
it calls for regulations by the Secretary of 
the Treasury to “safeguard the freedom of 
the press,” “avoid interference with the 
independence of any newspaper,” “protect 
editors and publisherg in their right to 
publish criticism of the policies or con- 
duct,” etc., but we do not believe this 
could be effectuated under the circum- 
gatance of what might come to be looked 
on as a sizable subsidy. 


In this office we have done everything 
possible so to conduct our affairs as to 
assure a free and independent press. In 
a free and democratic country, the Govern- 
ment draws its strength from the confi- 
dence of an informed and understanding 
people, who must have faith in their media 
of information. This faith is based upon 
independence of the media. 

We see in the proposed bill the possibility 
of the destruction of this independence, 
particularly among the smaller newspapers, 
and so are not in favor of it.

The last round 
may very well be the bloodiest one, It is 
not fanciful to say that a pint of blood 
donated now may actually save the life of 
a young man now in the thick of combat 
who is not indulging complacent hopes. 


Is it hope of an early peace or fear of 
inconvenience and the pain of a pin prick 
that postpones a donation of blood that 
many have made many times? 


A History of American Ideas, 
Their Origin and Development 


“The Growth of American Thought,” by Merie 

OCarti. (Harper & Brothers, New York.) 

Prof, Curti, of the University of Wis 
consin, has written a stimulating and, so 
far as this reviewer could determine, a 
thorough book, 

What his book does is to trace, in con- 
siderable detail, the spread of ideas and the 
changes that took place in them as eco- 
nomic, social and political factors altered. 
As such, it is important and valuable as a 
contribution to the average American's 
knowledge of himself, 

It is easy for the people of any genera- 
tion to fall into several fallacies about 
themselves. They are likely to feel, until 
they stop to think, that their beliefs, their 
acceptances, are their own, that they have 
come to them from a clear-sighted facing 
of the facts that make up their body of 
knowledge. Yet there goes along with this 
fallacy what seems to be a contradictory 
feeling, that their ancestors must have felt 
as they do. 


. * . \ 


Such a book as this should help people te 
pull their ideas up by the roots and examine 
them to see if they are healthy, if they are 
based in a mulch of genuine knowledge and 
common sense or merely in a manure of 
emotion and superstition. Some of the 


‘things they will find clinging to the roots 


will shock and perhaps frighten them. 

Since Prof. Curti avoids the appear 
ance of evaluating or taking sides, he has 
made this process as painiess as possibile. 
He says, in effect: “Here is what your an- 
cestors of New England believed in 1650, in 
1780, and their descendants in the Middle 
West believed thus and so in 1820 or 1880." 
What will perhaps be most difficult for 
many people to realize is the extreme going- 
over of beliefs and knowledge that the last 
50 years have brought about,

An implication that should be helpful te 
a thoughtful reader is that he should be on 
his guard, not so much about what he be- 
lieves, as about how he supports it. The 
apparently boundless opportunity of the 
land and the pragmatic success of our ex- 
periment in government gave rise to the 
golden optimism and bumptious faith of the 
typical American, often transmuted into « 
heavenly mission to “lead in the regenera- 
tion of the world,” as Senator Beveridge « 
pressed it in 1900. 

This book is long, but not ponderous. 
style is almost completely free from 
heavy pedanticism of much of the wri 
of the professorial pen. Prof. Curti 
a great skill in transition and has so 
brilliantly one of the greatest problems c 
any writer: the joining together into cohe 
eney of thousands of isolated facts.

approaches the period with which he is pe 
sonally familiar, Let us hope that 
length of the book will not prevent 
reaching as many people as can profit f 
reading it.

PESSIMISM AS 


A PROFESSION 


T ss other day I heard a man 
say that something or other 
depended on “whether you 
take an optimistic or a realistic 
voew of the situation.” Now I hap- 
pen to know that in 1940 he pre- 
dicted as a realist that Britain 
would fall, in 1941 and 1942 that 
Russia would be knocked out of 
the war and in 1943 that Russia 
would make a separate peace with 
Germany. Yet he is still func- 
tioning as a professional realist. 
He will, I suppose, go on func- 
tioning. 

For if a man says that some- 
thing terrible is going to happen 
and it does not happen we are all 
so relieved that our pleasure hides 
his error. But if he predicts 
something pleasant and it does not 
happen we have to take our disap- 
pointment out on someone, and 
there he is, sitting on the end of a 
limb. 

That is why in Washington 
realism has become another name 
for pessimism. There is safety in 
pessimism, whereas to have faith 
is to take risks.

Now it has been the fashion to 
say that war is frightful, but just 
wait until peace breaks out. Per- 
haps so. But I think we may risk 
the belief that the problems of 
peace, however hard and compli- 
cated, will not be nearly so terrify- 
ing—when we face up to them ina 
practical and factual way—as they 
seem when we speculate about 
them with little. knowledge and 
much theory. But they will also 
be different problems than we im- 
agined they would be before we 
really examined them.

Figures Are at Hand. 
ONSIDER, for example, how in 
regard to the relief of the liber- 

ated countries of Europe an exam- 

ination of the realities affects our 
preconceived notions. We now have 
the agreed figures of the needs of 
the eight European countries 
which are to be liberated. They 
need in the first six months, which 
are the critical months, to get 
about half their imports from 
places which can be reached only 
by using ships. It comes to a total 

of somewhat more than 23,000,000 

tons of goods. 


But note then that France, 


Belgo- Luxembourg, The Nether- 
lands and Norway—the four occu- 
pied coutries of Western Europe 
—will need two-thirds of this total, 
and remember then that these four 
countries will emerge from the 
war with very substantial finan- 
cial resources. They will not need 
and will not ask for charity. 


What they need and will ask for 
is the right to buy with their own 
funds the things their people want. 
Their “relief” problem is not a re- 
lief problem at all from our point 
of view. It is a problem of allocat- 
ing the world supply of goods, 
which is temporarily short of the 
demand, so as to prevent a disor- 
derly inflation of world prices. For 
if France, Belgium, The Nether- 
lands and Norway start bidding, 
each for itself and each against 
all the others and against the Brit- 
ish, the Russians and ourselves, 
there will be economic chaos ev- 
erywhere,

The French Committee. 

HIS matter-of-fact, and genu- 

inely realistic, approach will 
clarify many other questions which 
are now very confused and tan- 
gled by bad information and bad 
theory. For example, our relations 
with the French National Com- 
mittee. The doctrinaire official 
view has been that, until France 
has been liberated, and until elec- 
tions have been held, no authority 
exists which can exercise French 
sovereignty. 

But, if France is to use her large 
financial resources, which are now 
frozen, in order’ to pay her own 
way, we are not going to be able 
to wait until all of France is lib- 
erated, all her war prisoners are 
returned, all the paraphernalia of 
national elections and a new par- 
liament have been provided for. 

In short, we are going to have to. 
recognize the French National- 
Committee as being something 
very like a provisional govern- 
ment. We can cali it something 
else if words ~orry us. But the 
fact is that, no matter what we 
call it, in practice the committee , 
will have to make commitments 
and enter into financial, military 
and political agreements which 
only governments can make,

Shipments to Boys. 
HE biggest shipment sent to 
the-boys so far went on the 
Gripsholm in September. The first 
shipment of relief packages, sent 
more than a year ago, reached the 
prison camps in January, and un- 
questionably saved many lives. 
The last shipment on _ the 
Gripsholm cost $27 a box. The 
contents were meticulously chosen. 
From $8 to $12 worth of every 
package was made up of vitamin 
and salt tablets. Each box also 
included 250 malted-milk tablets. 
In addition to that went candy, 
antiseptic pencils, underwear, 
socks, sweaters, shoestrings, chew- 
ing gum and razors. (They bougnt 
up every razor in Albuquerque.) 
Everything that came in glass or 
tin cans was repacked. The State 
police helped pick up the packages 
from all over the State. At the last 


minute some packages were spe- | 


cially flown to New York by TWA 
to catch the Gripsholm. 

The relief organization 
meetings, give dances, and is very 
active. In January it fostered a 
statewide MacArthur day. It con- 
ducted a one-week war bond and 
stamp drive, with a quota of $300,- 
000, and raised more than $600,000. 

The Government gave it the 
right to name a Flying Fortress, so 
in July the Spirit of Bataan was 
christened at the Albuquerque Air 
base.

Former Circuit Judge James 
Franklin Green died of infirmities 


Fiof age early today at his home, 


6189 Kingsbury avenue. Judge 
Green, 87 years old, whose judicial 
service was in southeast Missouri 
and in St. Louis, had been for 
more than 80 years general attor- 


-|mey of the Missouri Pacific Rail- 


road... He was admitted to the bar 
in 1878. 

. Judge. and Mrs. Green celebrated 
their sixtieth wedding anniversary 
last March. They were married 
in Hillsboro, Mo., where he was 
practicing law at the time of his 
appointment to the Circuit bench 
by Gov. .David R. Francis. Théy 
lived in DeSoto while Judge Green 
served two terms in the Twenty- 
first Judicia] Circuit, after which 
he removed to St. Louis to enter 
the service of the Missouri Pacific. 

In 1928, soon after retiring from 
the railroad attorneyship, Judge 
Green was one of three veteran 
jurists who were persuaded to file 
as Democratic candidates for the 
Circuit bench, the others being the 
late Judge O'Neill Ryan and the 
late Judge Moses N. Sale. The 
three were elected. 

Judge Green was the first Cir- 
cuit Judge to open court in the 
present Civil Courts building, 
June 20, 1930. In June, 1931, he 
demanded that the grand jury 
continue investigation of the 
Grand National Bank safe deposit 
robbery of a year before. Later in 
1931,,. when the liberal issuance of 
paroles by some Circuit Judges 
caused criticism, Judge Green was 
found to have granted only eight 
paroles in 12 months on the 
criminal bench. He granted no 
paroles except to persons who’ had 
served substantial parts of their 
sentences — “No parole from the 
beneh” was his rule. 

He is survived by his wife, for- 
merly Miss Essie Tetley, and two 
sons, George Herbert Green, prin- 
cipal of Ashland School, and 
Arthur W. Green, assistant man- 
ager of a life insurance agency. 
Five grandsons are in the armed 
forces, four of them now outside 
the United States. Two sons now 
deceased were Ernest A. Green, a 
former Circuit Judge, and Leslie 
C. Green of Texarkana, Ark.

KELLAND URGES BOTH PARTIES 
ADOPT SAME FOREIGN POLICY 


HARRISBURG, Pa., Nov. 18 
(AP).—Arizona Republican Nation- 
al Committeeman Clarence Buding- 
ton Kelland suggested today that 
Democrats and Republicans in- 
clude identical foreign relations 
planks in their 1944 platforms. 

In an address at a meeting of 
the Pennsylvania Council of Re- 
publican Women, Kelland said 
identical foreign policy planks 
would tell the world “that no mat- 
ter what the outcome of the elec- 
tion shall be, upon the question of 
postwar co-operation and foreign 
policy America is not divided, but 
is one and indivisible.” 

A similar proposal was made by 
Navy Secretary Knox last Oct. 27.

delphia, when, urging the nation to 
“confront the rest of the world 
united and undivided,” he proposed 
“a substantially identical declara- 
tion on international policy” in 
major party platforms. Secretary 
of State Hull, at a press confer- 
ence Monday, declared Americans 
should agree on a foreign policy 
and disclosed he had made such. 
a plea to leaders of all political 
parties in conferences during the 
past year. 


OWI SAYS IT WILL NOT SEND 
POLITICAL MATTER OVERSEAS 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 (AP).— 
The Office of War Information 
will make no broadcasts or send 
any printed material about forth- 
coming political campaigns to 
troops overseas, its spokesman as- 
serted today. 

Senator Lucas (Dem.), Illinois, 
co-author of the servicemen’s vote 
bill, said this week he hoped that 
OWI would keep its short-wave 
sendings to troops in foreign bat- 
tle zones clear of political discus- 
sions. 

The content of broadcasts to 
troops. overseas, OWI said, is de- 
termined solely by the Special 
Services Division eof the War ‘‘e 
partment. Officials added that 
any foreign reports of political 
campaigns would follow a policy 
set forth by mopert Sherwood, OWL 
in a statement 
before a House Appropriations 
Subcommittee. He said that OWL 
will advertise the fact of cam- 
paigns and the free election only 
as demonstrating the continuation 
of American democracy in the 
midst of war.

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Brazil From Air—Amazon 
Basin Is Desolate Jungle 


jungle so difficult ts the fact that 
the forest growth is completely 
chaotic. There are no uniform 
stands of one species as in the 
pine forests of the North. Rubber 
trees occur at widely separated in- 
tervals. When they are planted 
close together by man, the leaf 
disease gets in its deadly work, 
as Ford's managers discovered to 
their sorrow. At Belterra there is 
a trickle of production—perhaps 
300 tons—achieved at great cost. 

Belterra is on the Tapajoz near 
its junction with the Amazon. At 
Belterra the Tapajoz is seven miles 
across, a great inland lake of clear 
sparkling water flowing steadily 
and swiftly to merge with the 
brown Amazon. 


Belterra and Santarem break 
the journey to Manaos, which is 
approximately 1000 miles from 
Belem, about half way up the val- 
ley. Seen from the air, Manaos 
is a wilderness town, an outpost. 
It is surprising to find electric 
street cars, the kind of open cars 
that were once used in American 
cities in the summer. The shiny 
dome of the famous Opera House 
is the town’s chief landmark, a 
monument to the good old days. 


The rubber boom of the early 
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1900s swept even higher here than 
in Belem. Just before the British 
and Dutch plantations of.the Far 
East began to produce, rubber 
brought $3 a pound on the world 
market. Fabulous fortunes were 
made in Manaos, 


A Missed Opportunity. 


Long after the rubber boom col- 
lapsed, traders in Manaos persist- 
ed iin believing that boom prices 
would come back. They hoarded 
rubber, which, if properly cured, 
will keep almost indefinitely. 

But they didn’t wait quite long 
enough for a second gold rush. In 
1938 and ’39 rubber came onto the 
market from Manaog stamped with 
the dates 1910 and 1911. If they 
had waited only a year or two 
longer, the traders of Manaos 
would have capitalized on the new 
boom. Then German, American 
and British agents were all strug- 
gling to get hold of every possible 
ounce of rubber. 

Manaos is a little frayed. Trop- 
ical rains hav@ dimmed all] the 
colors so that buildings which 
were once bright are now faded 
pink and pale blue. The Rubber 
Development Corporation brought 
about something of a revival. At 
one time there were so many 
Americans in the town that an 
acute housing’ shortage developed. 
Rents soared. A house with mod- 
ern plumbing that had rented for 
$25 a month brought $100. 

In the one hotel, one bathroom 
formerly served 40 guests. Recent- 
ly the hotel” was painted and 
cleaned and a half dozen bath- 
rooms added, In its fine, refur- 
nished state, the two principal 
ornaments of the lobby are a shiny 
white electric washing machine 
and a shiny white electric stove, 
flanked by potted palms. The 
Grande has moved up in the 
world. 


Battle With Malaria. 


Beyond Manaos even the vestiges 
of civilization have disappeared. 
Porto Velho on the Madeira River 
—a great river 2000 miles in length 
—is in the heart of the bush. Here, 
American technicians are fighting 
the battle for rubber. At the same 
time, doctors and engineers con- 
nected with CESP, organized by 
the Co-ordinator of Inter-American 
affairs, are fighting the malaria- 
carrying mosquito. A swamp in 
the center of the settlement of 
Porto Veldo has been drained and 
engineers say it will stay drained. 


The problem of disease control 
is so great that the efforts. of 
CESP in the Amazon basin would 
seem to be a drop in a very large 
bucket. But CESP men are opti- 
mistic. They ‘believe local author- 
ities will carry on where they 
leave off. Already Porto Velho 
is a healthier place in which to 
live. It was once one of the hell- 
holes of the earth, the terminus of 
the 226-nlé Madeira-Mamore rail- 
road built to carry rubber around 
the falls of the Madeira River. 
That narrow gauge railroad cost 
the lives of thousands of men who 
succumbed to malaria and other 
tropical digeases. 


Riberalta is a frontier town on 
the Beni River in Bolivia. Ina 
community of some 20,000 souls 
there is one motor-driven vehicle 
—a truck that is occasionally in 
repair. It took us an hour and a 
half to fly the 200 odd miles from 
Porto Velho to Riberalta. An ox- 
cart that came ,to the airport for 
our luggage took a longer time to 
make the trip to the CESP staff 
house in the center of the town. 


Country of Contrasts. 


The contrasts in this back coun- 
try are tremendous, It is ruled 
by military prefects who exercise 
a brutal despotism over the In- 
dians, These rulers were at one 
time all pro-Nazi and their con- 
version to the democratic side is 
superficial at best. A leavening 
influence is the presence of a mis- 
sien of Maryknoll priests from the 
United States, highly trained young 
men who are interested in rais- 
ing health and social standards. 

At the end of our stay in Riber- 


* 


alta our party took to launches for | 


a nine-hour trip down the lower 
Beni. This was a different and 
closer view of the empty world of 
the Amazon basin. For hours on 
end the green banks passed by 
with no sign of life whatsoever. 
Occasionally there was a flight of 
long-tailed macaws, their bright 
plumage catching the glint of the 
sun in the distance, 


Once we stopped. A spot on the 
map was marked Santa Cruz. 
Santa Cruz proved to be the farm 
of a seringalista, the overseer who 
hires the seringueiras or rubber 
tappers. With his wife and innu- 
merable small children present at 
the interview, this rather dejected 
looking individual received us in 
his living room which was also the 
living room of a flock of chickens, 
He complained that he had been 


fiunable to obtain a loan from the 


Rubber Development Corporation 
and that therefore he had been un- 
able to employ tappers for the 
trees on the land he leased. 


Leaving Santa Cruz behind, the 
river was empty again. In the late 
afternoon we passed close to the 
shores of an island. Big brown 
and gold-crested birds, like pheas- 
ants, rose up in flocks from the 
trees, settling down again as we 
passed, 


Million Acre Plantation. 


Our destination was Cochuela 
d‘Esperanza, a settlement that is 
the center of operations for the 
great Suarez plantation. Probably 
no one knows exactly how large 
the Suarez plantation is—a million 
acres, a million and a half. It 
doesn’t matter, land is worth only 
four or five cents an acre in any 
event. Once the Suarez family 
was very rich, and they still have 
a sizeable fortune. But Napoleon 
Solares, the son-in-law and present 
manager of the estates, lives with 
his family in a dreary barracks on 
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the river bank and, even more ex- 
traordinary, the widow of old 
Suarez lives in a nearby settlement 
in a palm-thatched house only a 
little larger than a native hut, 


We went by truck over a rough 


road through the jungle to Guy- 
aramerin, which is across the Gua- 
pore River from Guajara-Merim in 
Brazil. Guyaramerin is the real 
frontier. There the Rubber Devel- 
opment Corporation and CESP are 
just beginning to get an operating 
headquarters started. Collapsible 
houses are brought in by airplane 
and set up within a day or two to 
serve as laboratories and offices. 


From Guyaramerin by our slow 


plane it is four hours over the 
Andes, at 17,000 feet, to Cochabam-. 
ba, a beautiful old town which is 
surrounded by a protective ring 


of mountains. Atfer the steaming 
lowlands, the altitude of Cocha- 
bamba, 8500 feet, was a welcome 
change. Yet that is one of the 
astonishing things about the Ama- 
zon basin, The climate during our 
stay of a week, and this was the 
hot season, was not more oppres- 
sive than, say, Washington in the 
middle of the summer. The tem- 
perature rarely goes to 100, and 
there is usually a movement of air 
from the rivers. : 

In the flight from Cochabamba 


in Bolivia to Corumba in Brazil’ 
the mountains dwindle to occasion- 
al butted and mesas. It looks a 
great deal like Wyoming. Corum- 
ba is in wild cattle country. We 
were told that a gang of despera- 
does was operating with two ma- 
chine guns less than 20 miles out- 
side the town, driving all the estate 
owners into Corumba. In the 
course of our flight the pilot had 
dipped low to pass over the mud 
huts of a tribe of Wild Indians, 
From Corumba the flight to the 
coast is six hours. Gradually the 
wilderness gives way to cultivated 
farms and finally to coffee plan- 
tations. In the State of Sao Paulo 
is concentrated most of Brazil's 


agriculture. Back of the coastal 
fringe, the beautiful shining cities 
of Sao Paulo and Rio de Janeiro, 
is the vast emptiness of a country 
that all but spans a continent. Ar- 
riving in Brazil by the back door, 
you realize that the cities—the 
civilization of the coast—are no 
more than a facade, a show win- 
dow for a great warehouse that is 
as yet unexplored and unexploited.

got the bonds, and the people got 
it in the neck, 
“American private industry—se- 
duced by unsound promoters in 
the decade of the 20s—ran the 
greatest charitable institution in 
the world.” Wallace said that 
Europe eventually got 15 billion 
dollars worth of goods from this 
country “free of charge” and that 
the “ultimate payment was in 
terms of Hitler, Mussolini, Tojo 
and the blood of our young men.” 
He insisted that when this war 
ends, the greater part of 70 bil- 
lion dollars in American savings 
ought to be used in this country, 
with provision made for  self- 
liquidating loans to other nations. 


Millions of Jobs. 

“The building of roads, bridges 
and airports in Latin America and 
Asia illustrate what I mean,” he 
said. “American-built highways, 
American-built airways and Amer- 
ican tourists, with all of the de- 
velopment which will inevitably 
flow, can furnish millions of jobs 
for the whole world on a basis 
which will enable the world to re- 
pay the United States for her 
help.” 


He added that if American 
tourists spent a billion dollars an- 
nually in foreign lands, the loans 
could be liquidated in 50 years. 

Asserting that isolationism 
would be “impossible” in the fu- 
ture, Wallace said the first prob- 
lem after the war will be to get 
food to the starving people of 
Europe. He said Europe eventu- 
ally can pay for this food in 
healthful labor “provided we of 
the new world are willing to ac- 
cept goods in payment.” 


Fascism on Both Sides. 

Observing that we are “much 
farther from victory over Fas- 
cism than from victory over the 
German armies,” Wallace said 
that Fascism “fights on both gides 
of the line” on both continents in 
the new world. He said that “dy- 
namic common purpose and faith” 
can kill it. 

“The new democracy, if it solves 
the problem of full production and 
fair distribution, can give our com- 
mon man the enthusiasm and faith 
of the Russian common man and 
even more,” he asserted. 


Food Must Underwrite Peace. 

Roy F. Hendrickson, director of 
the Food Distribution Administra- 
tion of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, said in a forum address that 
just as food was used for offensive 
war work so it “must underwrite 
the peace.” 3 

He suggested that government 
regulation and control of food,

needed for a war economy, be 
withdrawn as rapidly as possible 
after the peace, but added:

We can better 
fulfil our promise of abundance 
for all by some simple distribution 
rules rather than by trusting that 
production will not decline.” 

A message from de Gaulle said, 
“The future of our civilization de- 
pends upon the kind of peace that 
is made, once this war is won. Be- 
cause we live in one world, in one 
civilization, the peace that is made 
must be one and indivisible,”

MOVING TOWARD 


WAR WITH NAZI 


Ankara Dispatch Predict- 
ing Entry Before Spring 
Tells of Secret Aid Giv- 
en Allies. 


By WILLIAM B. KING, 


ANKARA, Nov. 17 (Delayed)— 
(AP).—Turkey is moving toward 
war with the Axis. 

Turkey’s sub rosa assistance to 
Allied armed forces, which closely 
approximates that which the 
United States gave Britain in the 
months before Pearl Harbor, is 
rapidly carrying the nation toward 
a war footing. 

Details of the help which already 
is being given naturally cannot be 
disclosed, but this correspondent is 
convinced that what was only 


ago is rapidly approaching genuine 
co-operation. That this co-opera- 
tion may grow into Turkish par- 
ticipation in the war on an all-out

The man in the street is still 
convinced that Turkey will not 
enter the war soon, 

Actual war likely will not come 
until this necessary preparation 
has been taken. 

Moscow Parley’s Effect. 

The new Turkish position natu- 
rally stems from the Moscow con- 
ference of foreign secretaries and 


sisubsequent Cairo talks between 


Anthony Eden, British Foreign 
Secretary, and Numan Menemen- 
ciloglu, Turkish Minister of For- 
eign Affairs. The best information 
on the subject, however, still is 
that Eden made no specific de- 
mands on Turkey. 

The Moscow conference was 80 
obvious a turning point in the war 
that Turkey is believed to feel it 
politically necessary to change 
from its quiet role of neutrality— 
which every Turk will remind you 
has been of tremendous benefit to 
the Allies. 

One unsubstantiated but logical 
explanation of the Cairo talks is 
that Eden told Menemencioglu 
that Soviet Russia wanted Turkey 
as an active war participant to 
protect the Russian flank and as a 
guarantee of Turkey’s adherence 
to the Allied cause. The Turkish 
Foreign Minister is said to have 
replied that the Turks were al- 
ready helping the Allies but were 
not prepared immediately to accel- 
erate an aggressive role to a point 
where the Germans could take 
provocation. 

Menemencioglu is further re- 
ported to have said that Turkey 
would go on helping the Allies 
sub rosa and would eventually 
enter the war, but the time and 
conditions could only be decided 
later. 

When Turkey grants air and 
naval bases to the Allies it will 
be tantamount to open warfare. 
This will doubtless not be done 
until Turkey’s coast and large port 
cities are fully protected against 
aerial assault. 

Strategically, Turkey is a nat- 
ural bridgehead into the Balkans 
and Southeastern Europe. It com 
trols the Dardanelles, the water 
link between the Mediterranean 
and the Black Sea. 

One straw in the wind was the 
extended session last night of the 
parliamentary group of the 
People’s Republican party, only 
party in Turkey, which met to 
hear a report from Menemen- 
cioglu on his Cairo talks. Presi- 
dent Ismet Inonu also attended 
the meeting which lasted well into 
the night. A communique said the 
party group “approved unanimous- 
ly the conduct of the Govern- 
ment.”

ON THE ITALIAN FRONT, 
Nov. 12 (Delayed) (AP). — They 
are carrying loaded litters down 
German Graveyard hill tonight and

The hilltop has been sprayed 
with shells all afternoon and here 
for once the Germans are handing 
back shell for shell in a deadly 
four-day-old artillery duel. The 
slope all the way has been thick 
with mines. .

Forward Hospital Collecting 
Company B is operating tem- 
porarily out of this old Franciscan 
monastery which was built in 
1700 over the graves of three 
knights of the Crusades. It stands’ 
at the foot of the hill and has 
been shelled, bombed and strafed 
for four days because of our guns 
nearby and it is surrounded by 
live minefields so thick that there 
is a carefully marked path to the 
latrine in the garden. 

But the guys without guns keep 
on working. A few minutes ago 
some of them sat around a little 
oil-burning stove in a monk’s cell 
—a bunch of boys from Oklahoma 
listening to a kid from Massachu- 
setts play a guitar and sing cow- 
boy songs. He is Pvt. Edward 
(Happy) Wiktorsky of Gardner, 
Mass. He is a little bearer here 
and now he is going back on the 
hill to help bring the boys down. 

“Sure, you’re scared,” he said. 
“You never get used to that.”

“Our job is to get them in here, 
give them as much quick treatment 
as possible and shoot them on back 
where they'll have better care,” 
said Layer.

Benjamin Markus, 
commanding officer at the Weldon 
Spring Ordnance Works, in St.

“In April, 1941,” Maj. Markus 
said, “nearly eight gallons of alco- 
hol had to be used in making 100 |’ 
pounds of smokeless powder. One 
contractor, in an efficiency compe- 
tion with other makers of this 
explosive, developed a _ process 
which reduced the requirement 
first from eight to seven gallons of 
alcohol, and then by successive 
stages to less than two gallons. 

“The new process was made 
available to the entire smokeless 
powder industry, thus releasing 
millions of gallons of alcohol for 
the rubber program and for other 
military and industrial uses. The 
Government saved an estimated 
$41,000,000; the contractor received 
increased prestige.”

CHICAGO, Nov. 18 (AP).—Fortu- 
mately for Frank Leahy and Lt. 
Don Faurot the social dictum that 
it’s not polite to point doesn’t hold 
true in football circles. 

So the coaches of Notre Dame 
and the Iowa Pre-Flight Sea- 
hawks, the nation’s top ranking 
teams, are hard at it this week 
pointing their respective unbeaten 
and untied elevens for Saturday's 
showdown engagement. 

The result should establish one 
or the other definitely as the coun- 
try’s greatest football team—col- 
lege or service. A crowd of 50,000 
is expected to watch this unofficial 
championship battle at Notre Dame 
Stadium. 

Both Records Are Spotless. 


Both teams have spotless records 
of eight consecutive victories. The 
Irish string, however, is far more 
impressive. It includes decisive 
triumphs over such front ranking 
teams as Georgia Tech, Michigan, 
Navy, Army, and Northwestern 
while the Seahawk opposition has 
been of second rate variety. 

Notre Dame, practically unani- 
mous choice as the nation’s No, 1 
team, has rung up 312 points whle 
holding its formidable foes to 37. 
Only one team—Georgia Tech—has 
scored as much as 13 points 
against the sturdy Irish line. Mich- 
igan, with Bill Daley playing, man- 
aged to register 12. Navy and 
Northwestern got six apiece and 
. the other four, including Army, had 
a grand total of zero. 

The Seahawks, standing In No. 2 
position in the latest Associated 
Press national poll, have trounced 
Illinois, Ohio State, Iowa State, 
Iowa, Missouri, Fort Riley, Mar- 
quette and Camp Grant. Not a 
first rater in the lot. 

In rolling over such opposition 
the pre-flighters have scored 235 
points against the enemy’s 82. Only 
victory-starved Iowa was shut out. 
Five teams have scored 13 or more 
points each against Faurot’s ex- 
collegiate and professional stars. 

Comparing scores may be as use- 
less as comparing waterboys, nev- 
ertheless it is interesting to note 
what the Irish and the Seahawks 
did against a common foe—lIllinois.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 18.—A 
city-sponsored plan for extension 
of the boundaries of St. Louis, 
which would permit annexation of 
portions of St. Louis County with- 
out approval in a. county-wide 
election, as now required, encoun- 
tered united opposition of a St. 


Louis County delegation, in a hear- 
ing last night before the Consti- 
tutional Convention’s Committee 
on Local Government. 

County Mayors, business men 
and others urged rejection of any 
proposed constitutional change 
which would enable piecemeal] an- 
nexation of parts of the county, 
or .any consolidation easure 
which did not require ratification 
by vote of the entire county. 

The Committee on Local Govern- 
ment (Sta Louis, St. Louis County 
and Jackson County), which has 
before it six proposals dealing with 
the troublesome question of boun- 
dary changes far the larger cities 
and counties, took no action on 
the St. Louis proposal, introduced 
by former Mayor Bernard F, Dick- 
mann, ; 

This proposal, No. 118, which 
has the backing of the St. Louis 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment and the St. Louis Chamber 
of Commerce, with some modifi- 
cations, would, among other pro- 
visions, enable the city to absorb 
a designated area of the county, 
if approved by majority vote in 
separate special elections within 
the city and within the county 
area to be annexed. 

Return to County An Alternative. 

Allen May of St. Louis, chair- 
man of the Constitutional Conven- 
tion Committee of the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce, who advo- 
cated adoption of No. 118, told the 
delegates the ultimate solution of 
the city-county consolidation prohb- 
lem might be for the city to go 


| back into the county. May said he 


had found an increasing sentiment 
for the city returning to the coun- 
ty. The city separated from St. 
Louis County in 1876. 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann told 
the committee the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment had ap- 
proved proposal No. 118, with some 
suggested changes, and said it rep- 
resented “an earnest effort to 
reach a common ground on which 
all interested persons in St. Louis 
could agree.” Dickmann, Harland 
Bartholomew, engineer of the St. 
Louis City Plan Commission, and 
Associate City Counselor H: A. 
Hamilton also urged committee 
action on the proposal, which 
would enable a‘solution of the city 
problem of necessary expansion, 

Hamilton told the committee 
consent of the entire county to a 
consolidation proposal could not be 
obtained, but said a method calling 
for a vote within an area proposed 
to be annexed might have a 
chance, He pointed out that 
blighted areas had developed in 
the city and that sections of the 
city were retrograding because the 
city could not expand its boun- 
daries under present methods. He 
said some device must be found 
for expansion. 

A reference by Hamilton to city 
tax needs drew fire from former 
State Senator A. E. L. Gardner of 
Kirkwood, who said “a decadent 
city is knocking at the door of St. 
Louis County for taxes.” He add- 
ed, “When Dickmann was mayor 
he did not come to the county with 
a tin cup.” 

Varnum’s Views on Plane 
Girard C. Varnum, president of 
the St. Louis County Chamber of 
Commerce, who headed the county 
delegation opposing the proposal, 
said residents of the county “are 
greatly disturbed over the possibil- 
ity of parts of the county being 
‘gobbled up’ by the city, without 
having anything to say about it.” 
He suggested adoption of another 
pending proposal, requiring county- 
wide approval of any consolida- 
tion, under methods to be pre- 
scribed by the legislature, 
“Piecemeal” annexation methods 
were opposed by Alfred H. Kerth, 
Mayor of Clayton and president of 
the St. Louis County League of 
Municipalities, Kerth said any pro- 
posal adopted should provide pro- 
tection of county rights by requir- 
ing a county-wide vote. He said 
290 million dollars of the county's 
330. million dollar assessed valua- 
tion for general taxes was in the 
suburban municipalities, including 
those adjoining St. Louis. 

Other opponents who objected to 
any plan not calling for approval 
by vote of the entire county in- 
cluded Mayor Matt C. Fogerty of 
University City, David L. Millar of 
University City, president of the 
St, Louis Bar Association; John L. 
Bracken, superintendent of schools 
in Clayton, and the Rev. Ambrose 
Griffin, pastor of the church of the 
Seven Holy Founders. 

Proposal No. 118 is similar to 
the present constitutional provision 
which authorizes consolidation of 


extension of the city limits to in- 
clude part of the county, or ex- 
tension of the county to include 
the city, except that county-wide 
approval would not be required if 
only a part of the county were an- 
nexed. The present section re- 
quires approval of a consolidation 
plan in separate special elections 
in the city and in the county. 

The present Constitution pro- 
vides for a board of 18 freeholders 
to propose an annexation plan, 
nine from the city and nine from 
the county. The pending proposal 
would avert deadlocks by adding 
a nineteenth member, not‘a resi- 
dent of St. Louis or St. Louis 


County, who would be appointed 
by the Governor,

Blanche H. Karsch, of Memphis, 
Tenn.,. for taxes paid erroneously 
on part of the estate of her foster 
mother, Kate E. Hamilton. 

The president vetoed the appro- 
priation on the ground the claim 
was filed after the expiration of 


tthe statute of limitations. Senator 


McKellar (Dem.), Tennessee, said 
the erroneous tax payment was on 
an interest in real estate be- 
queathed to the Sacred Heart 
Academy at Galveston, Tex., and 
that litigation in which the estate 
| ne involved prevented filing of 
the claim within the legally speci- 
fied three-year pericd. Mrs. Ham- 
ilton died in 1930. 

In his veto message, filed Oct. 28, 
}the Presiednt said the bill sought 
to “select a single taxpayer for 
special treatment.” The House 
still must act on the veto.

Old Mac ‘Busts 
The Field Wide Open’

HIS morning when I went out to feed the 

T cnickens old Mac came trotting around the 
corner of the house with his head up and 
his tail wagging. Then he noticed that I had 
on my “downtown” 


clothes and a look 
ee astonishment 
came over his face. 
“See here, old 
timer,” he said, 
“don’t you know 
what day this is? 
And where the heck 
is Stout? He gen- 
erally lands here on 
opening day, with 
that lady dog shiv- 
ering on the back 
seat of his car, long 
before daylight, and rarin’ to go. Can’t hardly 
wait for you to get the coffee boiled and the 
bacon and eggs cooked. And here it is seven- 
thirty and no Stout and you in your business 


suit. What's up, anyway?”

“NOW, LOOK, FELLER,” I replied. “You 
know as well as I do that Stout’s out on some 
island in the South Pacific. He's doing his wing 
shooting this season on birds a lot bigger than 
any we see in these parts. They fly faster and 
they shoot back. Somehow or other, I just didn't 
know whether we'd want to make a round today 
or not.” 

Well, you can imagine how Mac felt, realizing 
that he is getting old and forgetful, and remem- 
bering how different things were in the old days. 
His tail went down between his legs and a tear 
rolled down his nose and dropped to the ground.

I GUESS THERE’S nothing in the universe 
quite so perfectly attuned to its purpose in life 
as a keen-nosed, hard-hunting bird dog. It is 
bad enough for a pointer or setter to have to 
grow old, let alone be expected to lie dozing in 
the sun on opening day of the quail season. I 
ghought about this and the fact old Mac hasn’t 
got so very many hunting days ahead of him. 
That line of reasoning, of course, could lead to 
only one conclusion. 

“You know, Mac,” I said, “now that you bring 
the matter up, maybe you are right. Maybe 
Hirohito would gloat if he thought he was chang- 
ing our American way of life. And maybe we 
ought to make a little round just so we can 
write Stout about it. Let him know that you 
can still find the birds and that it still takes two 
covey rises before~the old man can settle down 
and start bagging a bird now and then. After 
all, it's a mighty pretty morning with that .white 
frost on the ground and the sun coming over 
the hill. I'H phone Glenn real quick, and mama 
cap go along for the exercise.”

MAC’S EARS LIFTED, his tail wagged and he 
bounced up and down as much as his dignity 


would allow. Mama, by good fortune, is never 


hard to sell on sudden changes of plan ‘when 
they call for a day in the open. Nor is Glenn, 
who said he would arrange a sudden illness to 
explain his absence from the office. So in less 
than an hour, with the chores done, breakfast 
eaten and hunting clothes donned, we were under 
way across the fields. Twice each year the un- 
answerable question poses itself as to which is 
my favorite sport—fly fishing for bass or quail 
hunting. The first time is always in June when 
the first small mouth of the season smashes into 
the fly which I’m working across a swirl of fast 
water. The second is on opening day of the 
quail season, when Mac swings out wide across a 
brown field and nails his first covey over against 
the far woods. Although the answer comes no 
closer, both experiences leave heart-warming 
memories for long winter evenings. 
» * » 


TODAY WAS NO exception to the rule. The 
white frost disappeared as the sun climbed high- 
er, leaving just enough dampness in the ground 
to hold the scent. The cedars stood out green 
in the timber where only the oaks still kept 
their rustling leaves. The birds, as always in 
our Ozark country, hugged the edges of the 
fields from whence—in a single, bomb-shell burst 
~—they could dive to the safety of thickets or 
woods. And in the woods they'd flush wild, as 
aften as not from the top of a cedar tree which 
you had just passed. There is little danger, in 
the country we covered today, of the coveys 
being hunted out. The terrain conspires against 
the hunter, and this is as it should be.

YOU MIGHT THINK that Mac would use the 
gagacity acquired through years of campaigning 
to take life easy. But that isn’t what quail] hunt- 
ing is for and he knows it. The old fellow likes 
to hear the wind whistling past his long, silky 
ears, and, as Stout used to say, to “bust a field 
wide open” as he quarters across it at a dead run, 
with his tail going round and round in a merry 
circle. Nor is there anything unobjective about 
that pounding pace, for it’s always directed 
toward the best quail cover and generally ends 
with Mac down on a hard point, with birds close 
under his nose. And it will be that way until 
the end, for Mac has a great hunting heart. I 
watch him go, and I think of the story they tell 
about Kit Carson when the great frontiersman 
and Indian fighter had grown old and lived on 
his rdnch near Taos.

STRICKEN WITH ILLNESS, Kit was told by 
the doctors that he might hang on for another 
month or two if he would stick to a diet of milk- 
sop. So old Kit called to his Indian cook and 
told her to fix him up a good mess of fried buf- 
falo steak and pone and a big pot of coffee. He 
ate a hearty dinner and died as he had lived. I 
think that is how Mac would prefer to go when 
his time comes—driving hard across an autumn 
field toward likely bird cover. 

There is no way in which you can describe for 
the uninitiated the bond which exists between 
the hunting man and his dog. It is something 
akin to the atavistic thrill men know at the 
sound of duck wings waistling low over a marsh 
at sunset or that strange nostalgia which comes 
over us when the geese fly north in spring. 
There is in it a harking back to the time when 
man was a hunter, crouched beside a small fire 
in an-untamed wilderness. And close behind 
him, with head on paws and eyes looking deep 
into the flame, was the dog—his hunting com- 


panion.

IT IS A TRAGIC indictment of our churches, however, 
that only 48 per cent of the Boy Scout Troops are meeting in 
such buildings. In short, 52 per cent of the scouts must con- 
gregate elsewhere largely because many church boards frown 
upon the youngsters as likely to break a chair or otherwise 
disturb the orderly arrangement of the furniture. But it is 
far more vital to co-operate in the character building program 
of the Boy Scouts than to effervesce emotionally over milk 
for tenement children or Settlement House activity among 
aliens in our large cities. Our scouts are Americans to start 
with and are sure to become good citizens if we furnish them 
capable leaderg plus places to meet regularly on Friday night. 
Even if they do grow slightly exuberant and break a Sunday 
school chair or a gymnasium window, we should charge off

Spareribs and Sauerkraut. 

Two ern epareribs, one and 
one-half cups water, one teaspoon 
salt, one No. 2% tin sauerkraut, 
one apple, sliced, two tablespoons 
sugar, two tablespoons margarine, 
one carrot grated. 

Cut spareribs into serving-size 
portions. Wipe with a damp cloth 
and pack into a large stewing ket- 
tle. Add water and salt. ver 
and simmer gently about one hour, 
or until very tender. Add sauer- 
kraut, to which the remaining in- 
gredients have been added, and 
push kraut down into the meat 
stock. Cover and cook 15 minutes. 
Drop in the dumplings, cover and 
cook another 12 minutes. Serve 
—— Four to five serv- 
ngs. 


Dumplings. 

One cup all-purpose flour, two 
teaspoons baking powder, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one tablespoon 
minced celery leaves, one tabie- 
spoon minced parsiey, one-half te 
three-fourths cup milk. 

Sift flour, measure and resift 
with dry ingredients. Add ¢elery 
leaves and parsley. Mix and add 
enough milk. To produce a drop 
batter stir just long erough to wet 
the flour. Drop spoonful on 
top of sauerkraut, and eontinue 
cooking for 12 minutes. Twelve 
small dumplings. Serve immedi- 
ately with the “sauerkraut and

ERHAPS the best thing to be 
P said for duplicate bridge (and 
there are many good things 
that might be said) is that “big 
card-holders” have no advantage 
over their less fortunate brethren. 
In duplicate contests, aces and 
kings take back seats; it is sound 
bidding and play that counts. By 
way of illustration I cite this deal. 
South, dealer. 
Neither side vulnerable.

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At two tables of this match-point 
duplicate game the powerhouse 
South hand was held by players 
who were twin souls in the matter 
of optimism. Swept off their feet 
by the magnificent array of top 
cards, and choosing to ignore the 
question of losers, both of these 
players opened the bidding with 
the sensational, if not sound, call 
of six no trump! Other Souths, 
correctly enough, were satisfied 
with the more modest and suffi- 
ciently inviting bid of three no 
trump. 

One of the optimists promptly 
proved that his eyes were bigger 
than his skill. Getting a spade 
lead from West, he won, cashed the 
ace and king of diamonds, then led 
to the diamond queen. He was 
thoroughly disgusted when the suit 
failed to break, although what good 
that break would have done him 
(except to save an unimportant un- 
dertrick) is more than I can say. 
Even with four diamonds, he would 
have taken only 11 tricks. 


The other optimist was made of 
sterner stuff. He permitted East 
to win.the first trick with the 
spade king! That little maneuver, 
all by itself, was sufficient to swing 
the outcome from failure to suc- 
cess. East returned the heart jack, 
not that it mattered. South won 
and cashed his two spade tricks. 
Immediately, East was put under 
pressure; he could not discard 
twice without wrecking his own 
hand and his side’s chances. Actu- 
ally, it did not make any difference 
what he let go, if declarer shifted 
his attack to meet East’s discards, 
but as it happened he chose to give 
up one club and one diamond. 
Thereupon declarer ran four dia- 
mond tricks, and East was squeezed 
again! If he discarded a heart, de- 
clarer would cash four heart tricks; 
if East surrendered another club, 
declarer would ditch the heart six 
and take the fulfilling trick with 
the club eight. 

This particular South had been 
lucky to catch East in a progres- 
sive squeeze position, but he also 
had been skillful enough to capi- 
talize his opportunity.

Santa Claus Has Priority Trouble 


Lack of Critical Materials Reduces Toy Supply to 60 Per Cent of Normal

. all about be priorities this 
year, Work Hard as he may 
between now and Dec, 25, he and 
his little elves are going.to be 
unable to fill all the usual requests 
from his many small correspond- 
ents. The Christmas sprite in the 
hearts of all mommies and daddies 
is willing, but the Government 
says, in harsh, firm tones, that 
there will be no critical materials 
used for toys, Christmas or no 
Christmas, 

To make the situation more dif- 
ficult, experts estimate that more 
than two million children above 
the peacetime normal have come 
into the “toy age,” and parents 
have more money to spend for 
Christmas toys than ever before, 
President T. W. Smith of the Toy 
Manufacturers of America says 
that the total supply this Christ- 
mas will be 60 per cent of normal 
production, while the demand is 
up as high as 200 or 300 per cent. 

Junior will have to make up his 
mind not to write Santa for an 
electric train, roller skates or, a 
sled with metal runners. Sister's 
going to be mighty lucky if she 
gets a doll with movable eyes and 
a voice that says “Mama.” And 
the nursery doll house will have 
to be set up without benefit of 
the popular miniature metal stoves, 
sinks and other furniture. Little 
Brother can’t have a metal veloci- 
pede, but he may get a wagon with 
wooden wheels. And Baby can 
play with wooden blocks and plas- 
tic toys, but rubber balls, animals 
or pacifiers will be missing from 
his stocking, come Christmas 
morn, 

Thanks to the foresight of local 
buyers, the toy situation in St. 
Louis is much better than the na- 
tional picture. Although many of 
the most popular Christmas toys 
have completely disappeared, there 
are large stocks of the new war- 
time substitutes. Where metal or 
wood were formerly used, plastic, 
plywood and cardboard have been 
substituted. 

* 


Among the most popular toys 
made of “ersatz” materials are 
those with a military theme. A 
tank on wheels, large enough for 
a small boy to sit in, looks just as 
realistic made of wood ‘and card- 
board as the former metal models 
did. Rifles, canons, machine and 
anti-aircraft guns make as much 
noise and look as deadly as those 
made with materials now needed 
in war, Whether or not they will 
hold up under the stress of nursery 
combat is, of course, another ques- 
tion. One manufacturer actually 
converted his defective shock hel- 
mets, rejected by the government, 
into the popular “commando hel- 
mets,” which are in great demand 
by the neighborhood gangs. 

“Wheel goods,” the trade descrip- 
tion for bicycles, wagons, scooters, 
etc., have beer hard hit by the pri- 
orities. There are no tricycles

available in the sountee”. buyers 
say. Wagons, scooters, doll bug- 
gies, and kiddie cars are on the 
market, but there's not a metal 
wheel in the whole assortment. 
The neighborhood’s .going to be 
rather noisy when the young set 
takes to its collective wooden- 
wheeled equipment, without bene- 
fit of the noise-decreasing rubber 
tires. There has been, no reduc- 
tion in price, however, for these 
less efficient \wheeled toys, be- 
cause the labor entailed in making 
wooden parts is much greater than 
that formerly necessary for the 
stamped, metal wheels.

Now elec- 
tric trains and their accessories 
have absolutely vanished from the 
shelves. 
wind-up models are almost as dif- 
ficult to obtain. Substitutes in 
these lines are perhaps least satis- 
factory of all the new wartime 
toys. One nationally-known train 
manufacturer has placed on the 
market a cardboard “build-it-your- 
self” ‘model which sells for a dollar, 
for the sole purpose of keeping 
their trade name before the toy- 
buying public. Other trains are 
made of wood, complete with 
wooden tracks, stations, tunnels 
and bridges. They must be pro- 
pelled by hand around the tracks. 

In the absence of what is called 
“big unit” toys (large trucks, air- 
planes, tanks, etc.), parents are 
buying larger numbers of games, 
books, building sets. The so-called 
scientific or educational toys such 
as chemical sets, building blocks, 
magic outfits, are very popular. 
Cardboard . “cut-ofiits” are making

have exercised great ingenuity to 
make them colorful and attractive. 
_. In spite of the fact that there is 
a national shortage of dolls, there 
are probably more dolls on local 
department store shelves than ever 
before. Only the more expensive 
models, however, have real hair, 
movable eyes, composition arms 
and legs. Most little girls will 
have to be happy if Santa remem- 
bers them’ with a dolly whose rag 
body is gaily dressed, and whose 
face is painted on. Almost .every- 
‘thing needed for doll-making is 
scarce. The potato famine caused 
a shortage of starch; glycerine, 
la¢quer and metal joints for Aolls 
are difficult to obtain, and sisal, 
the rope-making material used for 
artificial hair, is virtually non-ex- 
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Doll houses, always made of 
wood or cardboard, have suffered 
no great war-time transformation. 
But the miniature furniture, for- 
merly made of metal and wood, is 
now designed in painted card- 
board. It looks just as good, but 
the nursery wear and tear will 
probably give it a high mortality 
rate. ~*~ 

Leather holsters for the ever- 
popular cowboy:gnd Indian suits 
are as decorative as ever, but they 
hold, sad to say, no shiney metal 
guns. Your pistol-packin’ son or 
daughter will have a papiermache 
weapon this Christmas. 

Roller skates are a casualty of 
the war, and sleds nqw have 
wooden runners. Toy wagons and 
automobiles aren't streamlined, be- 
cause of the difficulty of making 
this type model in wood. The 1943 
toy drum is made of paper, and 
goodness knows how they will 
stand the rhythm of Buddy’s 
drumsticks.

next is to shake off old prejudices.”

WE HAVE BEEN told so long 
that the teeth determine the shape 
of the face, and make for better 
functional action that few men in 
the street would deny it. 

But here is what Dr. Wendell 
says: “One of the most preposter- 
ous of our prejudices is the theory 
which claims that the shape of the 
face determines the decision as to 
the shape of the artificial teeth. 
Thus a patient with a square face 
should be given square teeth; an 
oval face requires ovoid teeth and 
a tapering face tapering teeth.” 

The whole theory is sheer specu- 
lation and thoroughly unscientific 
and it will not bear analysis. 

In a group of dentists an advo- 
cate of this theory brought for- 
ward a group of patients. He said 
he had already made up his mind 
what kind of faces each had and 
also what kind of teeth he was 
going to g:ve them, but he would 
like his friends to look the group 
over and confirm his opinions. 

It may be admitted that not all 
would agree on the size and hue 
of the teeth selected, but certainly 
they ought to come somewhere 
close to deciding whether the face 
was oval, square or tapering. Each 
man was to write down his opinion 
on a piece of paper. There was 
no agreement at all. Some pro- 
nounced a face oval, some square 
and some tapering. And they were 
all the same faces.

I think everybody would 
agree it was round. His teeth, 
which are almost intact, look per- 
fectly swell in that face. Yet when 
I first knew him thirty odd years 
ago he had a thin tapering face. 
He was cadaverous and, as I re- 
member it, his teeth then fit his 
face all right and looked perfectly 
all right. .
